PALESTINLAN LEADER CLAIMS ABILITY TO LAUNCH KAMIKAZE PLANES 
Beirut AL-SAFIR in Arabic 8 Jun 80 p 12 


(Interview with Ahmad Jabril, Secretary General of the Popular Front for 
the Liberation of Palestine--General Command, by Faysal Salman: "Libya 
Has Supplied Us with Heavy Soviet and Brazilian Rockets; Jordin Intends to 
Join the Camp David Alliance; We Oppose Turning to Europe, If This Means 
Recognition of the Enemy."} 


(Text) The Secretary General of the Popular Front--General Command, Ahmad 
Jabril, revealed that the Libyan Arab Jamahiriyah has supplied the front 
with Soviet and Brazilian-made heavy rockets with a range of more than 40 
km. He said that these rockets are now on hand at the front's bases, and 
are ready to deter any Israeli military attempt to destroy Palestinian and 
Lebanese population cen ers. 


Jabril emphasized the need to put an end to [Palestinian] excesses perpe- 
trated on Lebanese territory. He made it clear that these excesses would 
not be permitted to escalate and spread in such a way as affect the 
Palestinian cause. 


The Secretary General of the Popular Front--Genereal Command, warned that 
Jordan would join the Camp David negotiations in the spring of 1981. He 
said that the front ‘ould stand against any Palestinian turn toward Europe, 
if the purpose is to induce the Palestinian Resistance to recognize Israel. 


Jabril hailed the results of the recent Fatah conference. He said that the 
United States’ annoyance with the Fatah conference's resolutions is clear 
evidence of their soundness. He added that these resolutions eliminated 
many of the mutual suspicions between Fatah and other groups. 


Jabril expressed his regret thac after 15 years o° struggle, the various 
groups of the Palesinian revolution have been unable to achieve organi- 
zational unity. He hoped that the Palestinian National Council, at its 
next session, would achieve this dream. The following is the text of the 
questions and answers: 








[Question] Based on the difficult circumstances on the Lebanese arena, do 
you not see a need for the *siestinian Resistance to take time to evaluate 
and take stock of its course in Lebanon’? 


[Answer| The Arab media and press constantly raise doubts about the activity 
and presence of the Palestinian Resistance in Lebanon, which would make one 
think that we are the cause of the tragedies raging in Lebanon. They are 
forgetting the direct causes, and the indirect, long-range reasons which 
have affected and continue to affect Lebanon. They forget that the Pales- 
tinian Resistance has been fighting for 15 years. It is defending the 
honor of the Arab Community, not just on a regional basis. They forget 
that the Israeli forces just the other day were on the banks of the Suez 
Canal. They did not retreat from its banks until there were full and com- 
plete conditions guaranteed by the Egyptian regime through Camp David. 

This enables them to live forever and in peace in Palestine, be it the 
Palestine occupied in 1948 or the additional part occupied in 1967. They 
forget that Israel has occupied Golan since 1967. They forget that Israel 
has constant ambitions toward the Arab Nation, be they geographic or 
economic, 


Certainly, we, as members of the Palestinian Resistance, and as a group, 
constantly reject the analysis or theory that our presence in Lebanon is 
solely on a regional basis [sic]. We reject the purily regional premise. 
We could accept someone saying that there are Arab nations living in 
security and tranquility, carrying out development plans, remote from all 
these events. Why on earth is there no serious Arab cooperation? Lebanon 
is Arab territory, bordering on Palestinian territory, occupied Palstine. 
Small children in Lebanon know the justice of the Palestinian case which 
cannot be disputed, 


With regard to the manifestation and eruption of economic and political ills 
within the Lebanese community during our presence in Lebanon, we are not 
responsible. We are not responsible for he social injustice sffecting 
large segments of the Lebanese people. We are not responsible for the 
dominance of a group chosen and recruited by French imperialism to hold 
economic and political sway over the fate of Lebanon. We are not respon- 
sible for this Lebanese situation which erupts into bloody revolts every 

10 years. 


No, To Excesses 


We do not want anyone to push us into a corner so that we may feel cor 
stantly guilty regarding this tragedy. Accordingly, we say that we cannot 
accept the excesses being perpetrated, be it through organized or individ- 
ual elements within the Palestinian Reststance. The revolution must win 
the sentiments or win the people. We know that there is eccentric behav- 
ior, behavior that is very far from revolutionary spirit. We are con- 
stantly trying to control it and put an end to its excesses. We say that 
through a program for Palestinian national unity, we shall speak out frank- 
ly for control over this behavior. 
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And No, To Eacalation of the Excesses 


As to imagine that we can put these errors under a microscope and magnify 
them, would be an injustice to the Palestinian Resistance. If you ask 

what is the way out of thie, we do not think, because of numerous foreign 
and domestic interventions, that it ise possible to find a speedy solution 
for the Lebanese problem. We say that the people, and every faction in 
Lebanon, must accept living with this reality, exactly like the man who 
suffere from pain or iliness, like a headache, which becomes chronic, It 
becomes necessary for him to live with this condition, and to adpat himself 
in this manner. There ts world-wide interference, there are Israeli 
ambitions, and there le a program for our revolution to continue to escalate 
the fighting. 


It is true that, by virtue of political and military circumstances, the 
revolution has fallen back, so that we are now firmly established in Lebanon. 
But we are anxious to return our revolution to Jordan once again, to operate 
there, and to operate also from Golan and from every place. As to capitu- 
lation, as now suggested, which means stripping the Palestinian revolut’on 
of its weapons, ending the armed struggle, and turning the Palestinian 
presence in Lebanon into a mere political and information symbol, we believe 
that this would destroy the revolution's program. No one, no matter who, in 
the Palestinian revolution, would dare accept such a matter. Therefore, we 
must coexist under the present circumstances in Lebanon. However, we must 
strive to control our violations and excesses, which occur daily by virtue 
of daily operations. 


The Movement Toward Europe 


[Question| It is clear that the Palestinian Resistance groups differ over 
several matters involved in the situation. In your view, what is the alter- 
native to the Palestinian political turn toward Europe? is it sufficient 

to be absolutely hostile to the Jordanian regime, or is it necessary to 

look for a way to recover the Jordanian theater? 


{Answer} There is great confusion over two facts. The first is that we 
must make the world see the justice of our case. The second is that we are 
getting embroiled in doubtful solutions which result in weakening our 
histor’cally righteous cause. We are for firmly establishing our rights 
before the whole world, East an’.West, not just in Europe, but in every 
spot on earth. We also strive everyday to win increased recognition for 
our national rights in Palestine from inisrnational organizations. But, we 
reject any form of trade-off between these rights and concessions to such 
nations or institutions. 


The UN General Assembly and the Security Council adopted resolutions in 1948, 
resolutions like those adopted this year, which call for the right of return 
or compensation. if we were to review these resolutions, we would find that 
extremely clear resolutions were adopted in 1947. But unless these 
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resolutions are supported by the will to survive, and unless they are 
supported by the rifle, they cannot be converted into practical and effec- 
tive resolutions, 


We can extract from the United Nations resolutions which support our just 
struggle any day. However, we recently started hearing a tune from the 
nations of Europe, specifically from godfather Kreisky and Ceausescu, to 

the effect that, “If you want something, what can you give in return?” Both 
Brandt and Kreisky did not hesitate to say recently, “We have obtained 
assurances from Palestinian parties that they are prepared, if Israel agrees 
to allow them to establish a Palestinian entity on the West Bank and the 
Gaza Strip, to deal with and recognize the Israeli enemy which occupies 75 
yercent of Palestinian territory.” This is where we say, "Beware of the 
poison,” 


Talestine, All of It 


Kreisky and Brandt are not undertaking these services because they are 
convinced of the righteousness and justice of our case, but because they 
are cooking up something between us and the Israeli enemy, in order to end 
the state of conflict in this region. 


Based on the very clear provisions of our political program and of the char- 
ter establishing the Palestine Liberation Organization, we, in the Pales- 
tinian revolution, understand that Palestine, from river to sea, does not 
accept the policy of fait accompli. If the world wants to accept such a 
policy of fait accompli, then surely it must be assumed that the geographic 
maps of the world should be changed every few years. 


We are against the movement toward Europe, if there is a scheme ultimately 
leading to recognition of the Israeli enemy--recognition that 75 percent of 
Palestine has become the property of the Israeii enemy. Our political pre- 
gram is extermely clear: no state of Israel within our Arab Nation. As 
for a solution of the Jewish problem, there are numerous precedents to 
cover the case of the Jows, who are in this state now because of the world- 
wide imperialistic game. You have before you an extremely clear example; 
it is what happened in Rhodesia or more properly Zimbabwe. 


Despite the fact that we know the Palestinian issue is 10 times as complex 
as Rhodesia, we say that we cannot accept the Israeli presence on Palestin- 
ian soil. I say that even the moderates in this Palestinian revolution 
cannot agree to this matter. Thus we say that any European movement aimed 
at explaining our point of view, in order to adopt more tactical, political 
resolutions to isolate the Isra*li enemy, will meet with our support. 
However, if (and this is what is apparent) the Furopean movement is to 
rescue Camp David, then we say, “Beware of the poison.” We have condemned 
it, The conference of the Steadfastness and Resistance Front, held 
recently in Tripoli, condemned it. And, thank Cod, our brothers in Fatah 








also condemned it in their recent conference. They condemned this movement 
and considered it a dubious movement, complementing Camp David, which must 
be stopped, The godfathers, who tried to have such schemes as these adopted, 
have backed off and sharply criticized themselves, They were sharply 
criticized in the recent Fatah conference, 


With respect to Jordan, we are not one of the groups who bluntly say that 
the Jordanian regime must be overthrowr. The Jordanian regime is a reality 
we would like to change this reality over there. However, there are facts. 
There is a regime in existance. Ways of doing business between us and 
jordan must be found. But these ways must be very clear, so that they may 
not be exploited in the coming phase--the phase of the anticipated settle- 
ment move in the spring of 1981. This is when the new American president 
takes over and the “Likud” coalition falls in the occupied territory. We 
believe that King Husayn is prepared to play an important role in the 
anticipated settlement geme. America was able to penetrate our ranks at 
Camp David through Sadat, and we expect the Jor’ stan arena, in the spring 
of 1981, to become the object of a new, dang o.. »netration operation in 
this region. 


Not long ago, the Israeli enemy revealed all iis bilateral meetings with 
King Husayn. Israeli intelligence disclosed, and newspaper MA'ARIV reported 
all the meetings which took place before 1970 between King Husayn and the 
Israel’ enemy in numerous places. Why does the Israeli enemy violate an 
important protocol and unilaterally disclose the meetings which occurred 
with King Husayn? Was it really the result of a break-in operation as 
happened an the “Watergate” story? No. The Israeli enemy's disclosure of 
its meetings with King Husayn during the past years was done in coordina- 
tion with the American administration to publicize this case. We believe 
that the purpose is to make King Husayn, who met and negotiated with the 
enemy leadership for many years, appear as a hard and rigid negotiator, as 
evidenced by details of the meetings which were publisued. The reason for 
that is to lead the Arab community and people to believe th<-t King Husayn 
would not be soft like Sadat in his negotiations. with the Israeli enemy, 
as evidenced by iiusayn's meetings with the Israelis many times and refusing 
to abandon funcamental rights. This is by way of preparing and brain- 
washing our community and people for the coming phase. 


Therefore, we expect the phase which will begin to be one of penetration 
through the Jordanian regime, with respect to the issue of settlement, in 
order to complement Camp David. However, before taking this step, some 
obstacles to its success must be overcome. The most important of these 
obstacles are the firmness of the Palestinian Resistance and the continued 
presence of “extremists” at its helm. Another obstacle is the regime in 
syria which opposes steps such as this. I believe that they must be trying 
to prepare suitable circumstances for the Jordanian penetration, by distrac- 
ting the Palestinian revolution and directing internal wd external blows 
against it, as well as by weakening the regime in Syria so as to make it 
incapable ot opposing this penetration. 











The weapons which will be directed at this steadfast ‘ront against Camp 
David will be numerous and of heavy caliber. i do not consider it unlikely 
that old civil atrife in Lebanon wiil be revived. The strife which has 
ended between the Christiane and Moslems in Lebanon falled to end the 
Palestinian Resistance and clip ite wings. Therefore, they will try new 
unrest in the form of disorders among Mosleme themselves, in a sectarian 
etrugegle between Shiites and Sunnie or Shiites and the Palestinina Resis- 
tance, so that the Resietance will be incapable of playing an effective 
role in stopping the Jordanian penetration in the spring of 1981. 


Beware of Jordan 


The ultimate goal of the continuous conspiracy against Syria is either to 
tame the regime to make it impotent, or to get rid of it. Therefore, we 
think that our relations with the Jordanian regime must be cautious. We 
know what we will derive from this relationship, and the damages we will 
suffer. We believe that favorable Arab cirummstances could cause the regime 
in Jordan to bow its head to them, but such circumstances have not yet 
materialized. We do not reveal any secret if we say that the Jordanian 
regime was the direct and principa! cause of the dispute between Syria and 
Iraq. Jordan reported information and fabricated an incident between Syria 
and Iraq. There are those in Syria and Iraq who have begun to understand 
factors such as these. 


As a group, we used to deal with King Husayn under the umbrella of Syrian- 
Iraqi |harmony|]. However, we are now very cautious. We are watching the 
situation, and we say that any relationship with the Jordanian regime which 
ie not set in coordination with the Palestinian Resistance and in coordina- 
tion with Syria and Iraq is a big mistake. 


We think that there are undercover schemes undertaken by certain elements 

of the Palestinian Resistance with King Husayn and his regime. We are 
watching them very closely. We are aware of what is going on regarding 

the question of forming Palestine liberation army unite and training some 
elements of the factions of the Resistance, which went to Jordan and returned 
We are watching all these matters closely. 


King Husayn will exploit this relationship to his advantage. He does not 
deceive us when he declares from time to time that the PLO is the sole, 
legal representative of the Palestinian people. This remark is a temporary 
sop until favorable circumstances permit [him to make his move). We know 
that King Husayn is now training some groups of the Resistance. At the 
same time he is ‘raining cadres and elements of the Lebanese isolationist 
front. He is also opening camps to train the Moslem Brotherhood in the 
al-Salt area. This is the regime which we have attacked for several years. 
It wears various masks, but in the end, it knows that it wants. We warn 
that we must know exactly what to expect from Kine Hysyan. For us to 
proceed without watching our indicators, would be equivalent to our paving 
the way for a “new Camp David.” 
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The laraeli Tactile 


[Question] ‘Since you are one of the Resistance's knowledgeable leaders on 
military affaires, having 4 military background, how do you evaluate the 
dimensions of the new leraeli tactic? De you see a possibility of counter- 
ing it? 


\Anewer) Firet, the leraeli enemy, in confronting the Palestinian Resis- 
tance, pursues numerous and changing methods depending on the conditions and 
cirewmetances of the area, and is persistent. Unfortunately the leraeli 
foe knowe what he wante. He knowe that he muet kill everyone who carries 

a rifle againet him. He knowe very well that he cannot accept the presence 
of people whe mention the word Palestine. The enemy has made up his mind 

on thie, and proceeds on this baste in hie operations against ue. This is 
at a time when there are Palestinian parties which still hope to adopt a 
moderate position. Perhaps the leraeli enemy accepts the role played by 
these parties. 


When leraell enemy carries out hie operations, he annihilates our children, 
our women, our men and our eldere. He carries out operations of complete 
extermination, and does not just go after those who carry a rifle. This is 
because he ie afraid of the mother who tomorrow will give birth to a 
commando who will bear arms. in past years, the enemy relied on his air 
arm and began to exterminate population centers everywhere, violating all 
the lawe of humanity which should nave prevented him from using means of 
annihilation. 


The enemy wae able to use his air weapon from 1969 until 7 months ago, 
causing great damage, terror and panic among our people. With all modesty, 
we can say that since 1970, we began to think about how we could deprive 
the enemy of euch an important strategic weapon, which it was using against 
ovr people. Unfortunately, we did not get a responsive Arab reaction. 

But we did not lose hope. Since 1970, we have continued to search for 
practical and effective waye to snatch this weapon from the enemy's hands. 
The fact is that 7 monthe ago, we were able to prepare scores of our young 
pllot comrades, who are not over 19 years of age, to be able to pilot 
supersonic aircraft. We said to the entire world and to the Israeli enemy: 
You must know that neither al-Rashidiyah, nor Tyre, nor Sidnn, nor Beirut 
will be the only target [from here on]. Haifa, Tel Aviv and all the enemy's 
large communities and settlements will be also targets for our pilot 
comrades." However, this will be through diverse operations. 


The Israeli aircraft carries a bomb, two bombs, four, each one weighing 
1000 pounds. But our aircraft will be “a bomb in its entirety,” and carry 
from three to four tons of explosives. The pilot will go and fall on his 
target, The truth is that our pilots are preparec and are fed up with 
waiting. Seven months ago, we declared that if the Israeli aircraft 
continued to strike us, the Israeli enemy and the world must expect actions 
in this region the like of which history has never seen. 
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Heavy Missiles 


After the enemy's airforce ceased ite racket, the enemy began to use 
artillery. Sa'd Haddad was supplied with batteries lccated inside Lebanese 
territory, which changed the south into ruins, and drove away men, women 
and children everywhere. We aleo thought seriously that a deterrant must 
be found for thie meane which the enemy was using, namely artillery shell- 
ing. We do not hide the fact that we have aleo obtained medium, heavy and 
super-heavy miseile launchers, iacluding Soviet and Brazilian (X-20), which 
have a 40 to 50 km range. 


Our comrades have been trained and are ready to go. The leraeli enemy knows 
that more than 60 settlements and cities in the occupied territory are now 
within the range of the missile launchers. We say that the enemy must 

stop using the artillery bombardment. Life ad tranquility must return to 
Tyre, al-Rashidiyah, al-Bur! al-Shamali and al-Nabatiyah, and everywhere 
else. We do not say this as a kind of threat. This is an absolute fact. 

We say that unless the enemy stops, everyone must bear responsibility for 
what happens. Our comrades are ready and are awaiting orders. The Israeli 
foe knows this is true. Recently, men of the Palestinian revolution entered 
Misgav ‘Am. The enemy replied with a commando raid against al-Sarfand, We 
say, "Be our guests!" We too can continue our actions. 


As for the enemy continuing to believe that it has a huge American arsenal 
to destroy our people and our compatriots in t** south «f Lebanon, this 
will not continue. There are progressive, Arab regimes that have tald us 
that they are prepared to finance and equip us with all means of effective 
retaliation against the israeli violence. We do not say that we are the 
only group to possess these weapons. We might have deterrent quantities 
of them, but there are other groups who have begun to possess weapons 
similar to these weapons which will deter the enemy from continuing to use 
weapons of destruction against our bases. As regards commando and other 
operations, it is incumbent upon the Palestinian Resistance to draw up 
precise, complete studies to protect their positions, in order to foil 
operations from the sea, and which might come from Fast Beirut in coordi- 
nation with Bashir Jumayyil. We have confirmed information that a group of 
Israeli officers met with Bashir Jumayyil to implement a joint program 
against West Beirut. 


[Question] You, as a front, were one of the first groups to carry out 
suicide operations inside occupied territory. A long time has passed 
since you have carrie! out any operations in the interior. Why? 


[Answer] When we originated the suicide operations, it was for two basic 
purposes. The first was to convince the Israeli enemy that the security 
screen which cost millions, or rather scores of millions of dollars, could 
not prevent our fighters from getting into the occupied territory. The 
second reason was to focus light on those imprisoned in the occupied 
territory and to get them out of jail. The Front carried out two successful 








operations, at “kiryat Shmona” and "Umm al-'Aqarib.” There were operations 
which did net succeed, in which our fighters did not reach their targete. 
fut we were firet ahead of all other Palestinian groups, who have followed 
our example, There wae "M'alot."” There was “Bisan,” "(Savoy)", and "Dalal 
al-Mughrabi,” All these operations were the offspring of "Kiryat “shmona” 

in 1975. As regards our not pureuing this course, it te because every time 
we pursue a new, original method, it depends upon the nature of our etruggle 
with the enemy. When we are ready to uee “kamikaze” planes, which will 
crash tate population centers in the occupied territory, we will carry out 
our actions properly. Thies will be evidenced by the fact that we are 
waiting for the enemy to cerry out shelling operations against ue. At such 
time, we will be justified in the view of everyone to carry out such action. 


Scores of operations are now being carried out by our colleagues in the 
occupied territory in the name of the Palestinian revolution, and not in 
the nese of a specific group. We are in agreement that the group's name 
should not be announced in order to control the security aspect and to 
prevent the enemy from making use of security matters in going after 
resistence elements in the occupied land. 


Objective Circumstances 


If we say that the Palestinian revolution's method of armed activity in 

the interior [of Israel) lessened during the past year, this is due to 
objective circumstances of the Palestinian revolution, and operations of 
attrition planned by the Israeli enemy and adopted by “the Lebanese Front," 
which has agreed to be plunged into the back of the Palestinian revolution. 


A Salute to Fatah 


‘Queetion) With regard to the recent Fatah conference, how do you evaluate 
the resolutions passed by it? 


[Anewer) We would like to say one thing. Fatah, during its recent confer- 
ence, returned to its initial starting point of 1965. We danced with joy 
because of Fatah's return. This will cause it to lose some votes among 
those who have connections with the imperialists and reactionaries, but 
Fatah will gain a great deal of popular credit in the Arab community. 


We expect that the Fatah resolutions to be coupled with practical, effective 
application in the occupied land. The proof of this is that the American 
state department was unhappy with these resolutions, and has begun to show 
its displeasure regarding them. We congratulate our colleagues in Fatah 

for their resurgence which sanctifies their origi:al zeal. Based on the 
events of the Fatah conference, we must reconsider the fashioning of 
relations between ourselves and Fatah, in order to develop comradely and 
unionist relations. We say that, through their statements, they eliminated 
many of the doubts and obstacles which stood between us and them, and 
between them and other Resistance groups. 











The National Council 


[Question] Do you believe that the coming session of the Palestinian 
National Council will be able to lead the Resistance groupe to an advanced 
stage of cohesion and unity? 


|Anewer) All of us complain that although our armed revolution ie now 15 
years old, it has been unable to implement a program of organizational 
unity. This is one of the important, main gaps. We say, in all objectivity, 
that we hold our brothers in Fatah responsible for thie, especially since 
they acknowledge and state that they are the backbone of this revolution. 
The spine must be firm and strong, able to bear the burdens of Palestinian 
national unity. in the past, all the groups, not just our group, did not 
feel the effective, serious presence of the Fatah colleagues in reviving 
the program of national unity. There were (Fatah) actions reflecting a 
desire to dominate and act individually on the Palestinian arena. in the 
past, they did not look at other groupe as their partnere in poiitical 
decision-making. They considered other groups only as partners in blood. 
In political action, they were individualistic. 


In any event, we believe that the coming National Council session will 
achieve a new qualitative leap forward for our militant action. 


Libyan Assistance 


[Question] You have discussed your obtaining specific heavy weapons. Can 
you mention the source supplying you with these arms? 


[Answer] First, weapons are no longer anyone's monopoly. You could acquire 
arms if the material possibilities were made available to you. As for 
boldness in obtaining these weapons, we say that through successive resolu- 
tions of the Steadfastness and Confrontation Front, the Steadfastness Front 
was charged with supplying the Palestinian revouution with heavy arms, in 
order to repulse Israeli aggression in Lebanon. We say with all gratitude 
that the Libyan revolution is the one that supplied us with the necessary 
money and with these specific weapons.

RUSSIANS SAID TO BE TAKING OVER CIVILLAN ADMINISTRATION

Institutions; Russian Editors Control Media; ‘We Are not Returning’ , 
Declare Ruseian Officers”) 


[Text] London, 20 July~--The Russian rulers, after taking over the military 
rule of Afghanietan, are taking over the civilian government also. Im- 
portant positions in government offices and in the civil service are being 
filled by persone imported from Russia. Meanwhile, the freedom fighters 

of Afghanistan are continuing their struggles in spite of Russian 

supremacy in weapons. They are making sacrifices unparalleled in Afghan 
history. 


The LONDON TELEGRAPH reporte that according to its correspondent in Kabul, 
a large number of Russian civil servants have arrived in Afghanistan to 
relieve the soldiers. Russian officers are replacing the Afghan officers 
in different departments in Kabul, and editors from the Information Depart- 
ment in Moscow are running the information system in Afghanistan. The 
newspaper quotes a Russian officer as saying that "Afghanistan will be 
treated like Mongolia. We are not going to leave this place.” 


According to the TELEGRAPH, the Russians, after controlling the Afghan 
army, are taking over the civil administrative machinery. They are even 
trying to destroy the centuries-old Afghan culture. The Russian language 
has been made compulsory in Afghan schools and colleges, and the bookstores 
are filled with Russian literature. 


The American newspaper, NEW YORK TIMES, has printed a two-page report on 

the success of the Afghan freedom fighters against the Russian expansionists. 
A touching account of the Mujahidin's seven month ‘ong efforts and their 
sacrifices is given in this report. The newspaper writes that the freedom 
fighters have declared themselves as eligible for arms-aid from the U.S. 
According to the NEW YORK TIMES, Pakistan is not helping the Afghan freedom 
fighters, and, in epite of the Russian aggression, it is keeping itself 
nonaligned,

SOVIET AGGRESSION DESTROYS TOURIST INDUSTRY 
Karachi JASARAT in Urdu 20 Jul 80 pp 1, 6 


[Article: "3000 Students Rotting in Afghan Jails; Nine-Year Old Child Sent 
to Jail; Parents Told He Was Killed in Battle; Country's Economy Destroyed; 
Tourism and Business Closed") 


(Text) Kabul, 19 July (APP/APA)=-The economy of Afghanistan has been de- 
stroyed and its tourist industry badly affected by the Soviet aggression. 
The rulers feel helpless, because of the activities of the freedom fighters 
and their rejection of the puppet government headed by Karmal. The freedom 
fighters do not trust the Karmal government even though it has promised to 
respect the Islamic religion and tradition. 


After spending 12 days in Afghanistan, an American correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press reports that the Tourist Asso-iation of Afghanistan is still 
distributing the booklet containing speeches of Mohammed Daud to the occas- 
ional tourist who visits the country. Daud was killed in the 1978 revolution 
which was followed by attempts to establish a Marxist rule. This 44-page 
booklet in English contains excerpts from a speech Daud gave on the occasion 
of the 1975 Year of Tourism in south Asia. 


The tourist industry is all but destroyed after the Russian aggression on 
Afghanistan. The handicrafts, antique, and rug stores which used to be 
crowded with tourists are empty now. The traders dealing in these items are 
trying either to export their goods on their own, or are leaving the country. 


The ruling communists are continuing to harrass the people. Even innocent 
children fall prey to the merciless Russians. An example of such torture is 
given here. The parents of a nine-year old boy, Abdul, were informed two 
years ago that their son was killed in a battle. But the parents of the 
child received a letter from Abdul two months ago telling them that he has 
been rescued from a Kabul jail. Abdul is 11 years old now. He told his 
parents in his letter that he was jailed two years ago for taking part in 
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demonstrations. A friend of the child's parents asked the AP reporter “Have 
you ever heard of a nine-year old being accused of revolting against a govern- 


ment?" He added, "The child perhaps does not even know what the word revolu- 
tion means," 


The jails in Afghenistan are filled with innocent citizens, most of them 
students who toor part in the demonstrations against the Russian government. 
No figures are supplied by the government, but the Associated Press reporter 
estimates the number of these students to be about 3,000. The Marxist 
government of Karmal is disappointed with the people's mistrust. The Presi- 
dent has time and again announced that the government respects the Islamic 
religion and traditions. The freedom fighters oppose the Russian aggression 


mostly because they are afraid that they will be denied religious freedom 
by the Russian tuleis.

AFGHAN VILLAGES RAZED BY RUSSIAN BOMBING 
Karachi JASARAT in Urdw 20 Jul 80 pp 1, 6 


{[Article: "Sixty Afghan Villages Razed to Ground and Thousands Killed in 
Russian Attack Wit!, Rockets; Bombing Was To Free Besieged Russian Unit in 
Rishkur; 26 Russians and 13 Mujahidin Killed; Russian Army Baffled at Take- 
over of Sillong Pass by Mujahidin; Inhuman Treatment in Jails; Prominent 
Scholars Being Killed") 


{Text} Kabul, 9 July--A serious battle has taken place between the Mujahidin 
and Babrak Karmal's forces in Surkhab and Lugar, south of Kabul. According 
to Associated Press reports, 26 Russians and 13 Mujahidin were killed in this 
battle. Russian airplanes are bombing near Kabul and surrounding areas. 


Quoting diplomatic sources in New Delhi, the Daily Telegraph reports that 
rockets are being showered on villages outside Kabul. According to these 
sources, the target of the Friday [18 July?] bombing by helicopters was the 
barracks of the Afghan army's mountain unit. Diplomatic sources in Kabul 
inform that this attack was launched to free a Russian army unit beseiged by 
the freedom iighters. Gul Darra and Fraza villages were also attacked by 

the Russians. The Russians believe that these areas are occupied by the 
freedom fighters who attack Russian caravans and ammunition vehicles on Kabul 
and Charikar Roads. This road is very important to the Russians, since it 
connects Kabul with Darra Sillong on the Russian-Afghan border. 





Reports reaching Delhi confirm that many villages around Kabul have been 
destroyed by reckless bombing by the Russians. Thousands of people are home- 
less. Shiraki village, only 9 miles from the capital city of Kabul is 

turned to ruins by Russian bombing. According to a diplomatic source, thou- 
sands of people have been killed and at least 60 villages totally destroyed 
by the Russians. Russian helicopter gunships are seen flying around Kabul 
during the day and Migs are seen taking off from Kabul International Airport 
every morning. 
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According to one report from Kabul, 3000 boys and girls, most of them stu- 
dents who took part in demonstrations against the Russian aggression, are in 
jail, tt is also reported that many scholars in the country have been 
killed or have escaped to other countries, Habib Allah, a professor of 
Kabul University said that the Karmal government is conducting a reign of 
terror in Afghanistan. He said in a statement that patriotic Afghans are 
being jailed in large numbers. Some of these are killed and the others are 
subjected to inhuman treatment in jails. He further said that not even 
students are safe from the Karmal government's harrassments, and that all 
educational institutions have been closed. Mr Mohammed Kazim Shreeti, a 
notable from Badkhshan, said that the Soviets did not only want to establish 


their political rule in Afghanistan, but also wanted to end the Islamic 
tradition there.

[Text] The appointment of the chairmen of the commissions of the Central 
Committee of the FLN, coming after the creation of the cabinet, faces the

[Text] Meeting in special session with Chadli Bendjedid, president of ¢ « 
republic and secretary general of the party, the Central Committee of the 
PLN Party adopted the following general political resolution: 


"The Central Committee of the FLN Party, meeting in special session in 
Algiers on 28 and 29 June 1980, 


After hearing the major address delivered by the president of the republic 
and secretary general of the party and his speeches in the course of the 
work in the session devoted on the one hand to the study of proposals for 
the internal regulation of the party and the Central Committee, following 
adoption by the special congress of the party of certain provisions of the 
bylaws, and devoted on the other hand to the study and approval of the main 
choices for the 1980-1984 5-year plan, in accordance with the guidelines of 
the special congress, and 


After the discussion developed to enrich the proposals considered: 


1. Confirms the importance of the decisions resulting from the special 
congress, which wae the extension of the Fourth Congress of the National 
Liberation Front Party, and notes with great satisfaction the success 
achieved by the special congress, thanks to the profound awareness gained by 
the militants, particularly at the base level. 


The Central Committee hails in particular the efforts put forth by 
President Chadli Bendjedid to ensure that the work of the congress would be 
dominated by a spirit of democracy, constructive dialog and objective 
criticiem. This enabled the congress to achieve positive results serving 
the aspirations of our people and coming within the framework of the events 
of the 1 November Revolution. 
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In this context, the political leaderahip, while renewiag ite full 
confidence in the secretary general of the party, deciares it, <1f fully 
aware of the heavy burden the chief of state bears, just as it ia aware 
that confidence cannot mean avoidance of reaponsibi'ities, but demands

Within this context, the Central Committee heartily hails the steps taken 
in all sectors, in particular those which clearly express the strength of 
the revolution and mastery of the situation, and its desire to isolate all 
tendentious elements seeking to undermine the gains of the revolution, to 
sow doubt and division in the ranks of the children of a single people.

struggle for freedom and independence. 


The Central Committee asserts in particular that any solution to the problem 
in the Near Last must necessarily take into account the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinian people. in thie connection it denounces all efforts and 
plote designed to support the Zionist occupation of the town of El Qods. 


Within thie context, the Central Committee denounces the provocations of 
which the Socialist People's Libyan Arab Jamahiriya is the focus, coming 
within the framework of the implementation of the Camp David plane. 


The Central Committee aleo denounces the racist aggression pursued against 
the People's Republic of Angola, It aske the United Nations to assume its 
full and entire responsibility to impose respect for the principles of the 
United Nations Charter and deal with all the efforts designed to hinder the 
application of the resolutions of the international organization designed 

to safeguard the peoples of the Third World and guarantee their independence. 


5. The Central Committee asserts the firm commitment of Algeria to the 
policy of nonalinement, just as it haile the holding of the summit meeting 
of the 17th African congress at Freetown and wishes it full success equal 
to the aspirations of the peoples of the African continent. 


6. The Central Committee asserts the inalienable right of Algeria to 
protect its natural wealth, and to obtain just prices for ite raw material. 


It aseerte in particular that the world economic crisis is not the result 
of the increase in the prices of energy resources, but lies in the inter- 
national economic system itself.

Resolution on Major Plan Options

{Text} The Central Committee of the FLN, meeting on 28 and 29 June 1980 
in special seasion, adopted a resolution on "the major options of the 
5-year plan,” 
The following is the text of the resolution: 
"1. In view of the guidelines for economic and social development set 
forth in the national charter, for che concrete achievement of the basic 
aspirations of our people to build a just and prosperous socialist society; 


2. Pursuant to the decisions of the Fourth Congress of the FLN Party 
pertaining to the drafting of a 5-year development plan; 


3. Im accordance with the decisions of the special congress pertaining to 
the guidelines for the 1980-1984 5-year pian; 


4. Based on the decisions made during its second session in December 1979 
pertaining to the long-term choices for economic and social development; 





5. Having considered the resolutions of the Central Committee adopted 
during its second and third sessions, which reasserted, in particular, the 
priority nature of the development of agriculture and water resources, as 
well as the pursuit and deepening of the agrarian revolution, and 


6. Taking the guidelines of the secretary general of the party into account; 


7. The Central Committee notes with satisfaction, pursuent to these guide- 
lines, that the conditions for the drafting of the 5-year plan have made 
possible the effective participation of all of the structures and institutions 
on all levels and have given rise to lengthy democratic discussion. 


8. Within thie framework it salutes the mobilization of all of the sociai 
forces of the revolution for the enrichment of the content of the draft 
5-year plan submitted to the special congress of the party for study. 
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9. The Central Committee expresses ite satisfaction with the precise and 
detailed deciatona it has adopted in evaluating preceding plans and the 
guidelines for the 5-year plan adopted by the special congress. It also 
expresses ite satisfaction with the attitude of militant frankness and 
responsible democracy which prevailed during the discussion and the work of 
the commission in the realms of evaluation, social policy, production 
activities, development of the territory and infrastructures, and organiza- 
tion of economic functioning. 


10, The Central Committee believes that these decisions represent a concrete 
basis for the pursuit of economic and social policy actions. 


ll. The Central Committee recalls that the satisfactory meeting of the basic 
social and collective needs is the basic goal on the basis of which the 
developmental activities during the decade between 1980 and 1980 should be 
articulated. 


12, It confirms the basic requirements, in order to achieve these short-, 
medium- and long-range goals, involving the development of education and 
training on all levels, as well as improvement and development of the job 
etructure., 


i}, It stresses the need to direct production on a continuing basis toward 
the intensification of economic integration and to adapt it to the real 
needs and specific conditions of the domestic market, since this is the 
axis wherein the key to the regular and sustained development of production, 
as well as its diversification, lies. 


14, It stresses its major and continuing concern with consolidation and 
strengthening of economic and financial independence throughout the decade 
and beyond that. 


15. It agrees, at the same time, on the overwhelming importance of deepening 
the socialist organization of the economy through the development of de- 
centralization and democrati** on of the management of the economy. 


16. It believes that with this in view, a broad and urgent program should 
seek to eliminate social tensions and reduce short- and medium-term economic 
constraints, in particular through suitable actions designed to strengthen 
the storage, transportation and distribution infrastructures. Improvement 
in the general efficiency of the economy which should result therefrom will 
guarantee the continual advance in economic and social development and the 
indispensable reduction in the delays and costs of vast investment programs 
in the medium and long range in the national economy as a whole, and in 
strategic sectors in particular. 


Protection and Improvement of the Purchasing Power of the People 


The Central Committee decrees the following major options for the 1980-1984 
5-year plan: 

















1, On the inatitutional level, the Central Committee askea that all of the 
provisions making it possible to eliminate bureaucratic rigi!’ty in economic 
operations, the decentralization of management, expansion of reaponsibilities 
on 411 levela and strengthening of the general planning discipline be in- 
plemented rapidly. 


2, On the social level, it recommends the constant adaptation and articula- 
tion of development activities in the direction of satisfaction of priority 
social needs, the struggle against social and regional inequality, as well as 
the protection and improvement of the purcheeing power of the people. 


The Central Committee stresses the need for a policy seeking to organize 
demographic growth and to guarantee satisfactory protection for mothers and 
infants, as well as an equal opportunity for access to knowledge, progress 
and welfare for all children. 


In addition, it recommends the implementation of programs designed to 
guarantee the broader participation of young people in the work of economic 
and social development in the country. 


3. On the cultural level, it stresses the need to draft a cultural policy 
based on the development of the national heritage, with the emergence of the 
new man as its goal, along with the strengthening and flowering of the 
national personality in accordance with our Ara'- -lamic values aad our 
socialist choices, as defined by the national cuarter. 


Within this framework, it stresses the need to pursue efforts oriented 
toward popularization of the national language as a tool of work and a 
factor in progress. 


4. On the economic level, it notes the limited maneuvering room for the 
plan resulting from the broad front of programe being implemented and the 
high costs of development, as compared with the breadth and the urgency of 
the basic needs. It insists on an energetic campaign to modulate and 
negotiate on the investment level, with regard to their consistency and 
their development in order gradually, throughout the period of the plan, 
to reduce this constraint. 


5. Generally speaking, the Central Committee is persuaded that the intensive 
mobilization of the human and production potential, economies in resources 
and efficiency in the economic apparatus represent conditions essential 

to the expansion of the potential for action for the implementation of the 
goals of the 5-year plan. 


Within this context and in view of the breadth of the need for skilled and 
experienced personnel in all of the sectors and on all training levels, the 
Central Committee insists that radical changes and substantial development 
in the system of education and training be pursued in the short and medium

range, through the pursuit of immediate campaigns and varied plane for the 
intensive mobilization of national training capacity. 


6. In this connection, it believes that the urgent establishment of a 
properly articulated and unified system of education and training is re- 
quired as a strategic task. In this field, the first priority should be 
given to the training of teachers and the rapid completion of the planned 
infrastructures. 


In addition, supplementary training and in particular apprenticeships 
should be developed in all of the productive structures, in particular for 
the training of young people not incorporated within the educational 
system, 


7. It recalls that the achievements to be made in the fields of education 
and training and the rational assignment of staff represent the decisive 
tools for the mastery and the development of the production potential in 
the whole complex of sectors. 


8. In this connection, the Central Committee asks that priority be given 
to the organization and payment of investments in the strengthening of the 
existing production tools, their improvement and the establishment of new 
achievement capacities on all levels. 


9. At the same time it recommends that within the content of the investment 
programs as in their structure, the general requirement for quality housing 
and urban development and rapid progress in health and sanitary conditions 
and collective facilities be reflected in definite fashion. 


In this connection, the Central Committee believes that the alleviation of 
the sharpest social tensions and the gradual correction of the imbalance 
in the functioning of the economy requires the implementation of programs 
and projects with short-term return. 


10. Beyond these urgent measures, the Central Committee confirms the need 
to allocate a broad role, as the projects in process are completed, to the 
launching of great investment programs to prepare for the future in all the 
strategic sectors. 


ll. The Central Committee forcefully stresses the need to adapt the content 
and the goals of the major planned programs constantly to the requirements 
for the development of the territory. The breadth of the changes in the 
occupation of our national space expected in the long run requires programs 
of vast dimensions for the development of the infrastructures, harnessing of 
the water and development of farm, forest and industrial activities providing 
the means for enduring development and social progress for all regions, in 
particular the most neglected ones. 
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Consistency and Coordination 


12. The Central Committee believes that a rapid improvement in the social 
efficiency of investment programs and the reduction in their time schedules 
and costs will depend upon the decisive progress which should be made in the 
drafting and ripening of the projects in all their aspects. 


13. It stresses that the intensity of the organization effort, the methods 
and the search for efficient programs, requires consistency, coordination 
and discipline within the framework of a continual advance toward the 
development of the intersectorial organization of activities and investment 
and production policies. This must be pursued with a view to guaranteeing 
the adaptation of the activities to the priority needs, intensifying trade 
and improving the general fluidity of the economy. 


In this connection, the Central Committee recommends the utilization of 

forms of organization and managing production and its environment effectively 
adapted to the nature of the various activities, to the new methods of pur- 
suing development and the need for the rational use of all resources and 
skills, in the various sectors of economic activity. 


In addition, specific and suitable measures should be drafted and implemented 
with a view to the gradual reincorporation of our emigrees and the pursuit 

of efforts in the realm of social protection for the "moudjahidine" and the 
beneficiaries. 


14. It believes that the real decentralization of the management of the 
economic and social apparatus, both on the regional and local levels and on 
the level of the enterprises, represents the basic tool for the expansion 
of the human base for development. This decentralization should, through 
the clarification of functions and assignments, allow the decisive 
strengthening of management autonomy. 


It should also represent an indispensable tool for the democratic function- 
ing of the bodies elected on the governorate and commune level and the basic 
factor in the concrete and objective participation of the workers in the 
socialist management of the enterprises and their constant adherence to the 
goals and the content of the economic policy of the plan. 


The Central Committee insists that the development and strengthening of the 
organized relations among the various decentralized levels be effected 
gradually by the implementation of governorate, commune and enterprise 
plans. This activity should be supported on the central level by a con- 
tinuing and deeper study of the tools for structuring the economy and in 
particular through credit, prices and the planning of trade. 


15. The Central Committee agrees with the great iaportance of flexibility 


in the conditions for implementing the plan during the period between 1980 
and 1984, 
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In this connection, the annual plans will be the framework within which 
the adjuatments for the functioning of the economy and the programs of 
activity will be organized, the main goals of these annual plans being 
reapect for the general medium-range balances in the plan and discipline 
with regard to the order of priorities established. 


16, The Central Committee stresses the strategic importance of the unified 
conduct of development during the 5-year plan and the need to implement a 
complex of actions suited to its achievement, taking into account therein 
the breadth and complexity of the campaigns to be carried out, the basic 
changes which must be made in the methods, organization and functioning of 
the economy and the strengthening of planning on all levels. 


17. The Central Committee appeals to the institutions of the country for a 
broad mobilization in order to carry out the 1980-1984 5-year plan under the 
best conditions, bearing in mind the need for strict respect for the rules 
of discipline in the work, good management and control which sust be imposed 
on all levels and in all sectors. 


It also issues an appeal to all the militants of the party, as well as the 
whole of the people, to make of this plan a success which will contribute 
to the consolidation of the economic independence of the country and the 
strengthening of the socialist revolution."

CENTRAL COMMITTEE MEMBER REPORTS ON DEMOCRATIC PROGRESS 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 6 Jul 80 p 3 


[Article by Hamid Aberkane: "Great Progress Has Been Made Along the Path 
of Dialog and Democracy"] 


[Text] Mr Abdelhak Bererhi, a member of the Central Committee and minister 
of higher education and scientific research, met a second time Friday with 
the newepapermen who "covered" the work of the national higher education 
conference, to assess the situation with them. First of all, the minister 
noted in a short statement the difficult conditions for the preparation 

of this conference, planned in February of last year, above all since it 
came after recent events experienced at the university. However since then 
dialog and democracy have made progress and have been confirmed again. The 
university community met above all "to get better acquainted," the minister 
said, and "to provide us with concrete proposals needed for the decisions 
we will make in the future." 


The dominant themee of this press conference had to do with the content of 
the agenda for the conference, which took up the problems pertaining tc 
"Algerianizing" education and post-graduate work, graduation, and "Arabizing" 
education (this commission set a record both for the number of participants 
and the number of speeches), orientation, etc. 


The first question pertained to the proposals of the conference and the 
paths to be followed. The minister first of all reviewed the development 
of the work, directed mainly toward the seven commissions, from which most 
of the proposals came. "Discussion was launched in the plenary session, 
however,” he said, “in order to allow a maximum of participants to speak." 
In fact, after «ach session in which summarized reports were read, speakers 
were able to take the microphone and set forth suggestions. In this con- 
nection it must be noted that the discussion in the plenary session was 
occasiorally disturbed by a group which raised questions of principle with 
regard to the use of language, above all, in reality, a means of blocking 
dia’ .g. However, by the end of the sessions, this group had been defeated 
and the speakers were no longer interrupted. Moreover, the minister noted, 
“great progress was made in the use of the national language, and all of

the speakers made a great effort to express themselves in Arabic," even 
those who have not yet perfectly mastered it. 


The minister cited specific examples to illustrate the method "of implementing 
the decisions" inspired by the work of the conference, particularly with 
regard to orientation problems. Every year in fact major contingents are 
found in certain fields while others are neglected. The former would be 
medicine and the latter geology, to mention two branches coming from a common 
basis. "Orientation councils will be established," the minister said, "and 
their structure will be established and their missions specified. Similarly, 
ministerial circulars will establish the conditions for student promotion, 

the transition from one semester to the next, or the duration of modules 

for a semester or a year." 


These are certainly reference points for the making of decisions. 


The second question had to do with the activities subsequent to the con- 
ference. The minister was asked if the next would have the same mission as 
that just completed. 


"No," the minister said. "The first conference took up seven major subjects. 
The next will consider one or two at the most, and they will be chosen for 
it in national seminars. Th: number «{ participants will not be as great 
either, but the university community will be more rigorously represented." 


Where the question of “Arabizing" education is concerned, there were some 
who demanded its "immediate" application, particularly in the first year 
after classes begin this fall, in the social sciences, while others urged 
its gradual and less hasty implementation. 


The minister gave the same answer here as in the course of his various 
speeches. "We will take as our basis the resolutions, in particular 
Article 53, of the Central Committee, which rejects the notion of immediate 
implementation and calls for a fixed schedule." 


The minister added that “we will take into account, above all within the 
framework of decentralization, the human and material potential existing in 
such institutes or universities, because the conditions are not the same 
everywhere. For example, if this operation is easier in the social 
sciences, there are greater limitations in the technological sciences or 

in social medicine." 


However, the generalization of the national language does not exclude the 
study of foreign languages. In this connection, the minister noted that 
"single-language education"--French as well as Arabic--provides poor 
training, or to use the expression of Minister of Planning and National 
Development Abdelhamid Brahimi, “it is a form of illiteracy.” In concluding 




















his anawer to this last questica, Mr Bererhi noted "the extensive 
participation in the commission on Arabizing education, and above all the 
number of speeches aad written proposals.” The reporter for this commission 
provided the following figures: 120 speakers out of 160 participants, and 

a total volume of 350 pages of written proposals. 


A journalist asked the minister about the main conclusions to be derived. 
"First of all the large number of participants, if one takes into acco: at, 

as [| said, all of the limitations under which this conference was held. 

Our goal was political: to offer the university community, and in particular 
the teachers, an opportunity to get t- ether and know each other.” Speaking 
of the events which took place earlier, the minister said that they "had 
repercussions on the preparations for the conference, crowded objectively 
into only a week before it began." As to the attendance, described as 

large, Mr Bererhi said that "we opened the doors fully to post-graduate 
students. They did not know if they were regarded as students or teachers." 


On the subject of the introduction of civic, moral and political studies, 
the minister answered that "this is planned,” and that "this training will 
begin when students are young." Mr Bererhi explained how "the ideas in the 
national constitution will be incorporated in education,” just as plans 
call for "the establishment of an institute of Islamic sciences, to raise 
the scientific level, and the teaching of a true science, theology, at this 
institute, as in all the countries of the world.” A proposal in this con- 
nection is being studied with the cooperation of Jordan. 





A ncwspaperman asked a question about "certain proposals" going against 

the principle of democratizing higher education. "In our view," the 
minister said, “it is necessary to distinguish three basic phases. The 
first goes back to a period, that of the RES, when there was free enrollment 
in all departments. Certain contradictions soon appeared. The "bers who 
graduated were poorly distributed, or underutilized, in terms of the tob 
vacancies. Similarly, the training programs provided did not always c r- 
respond to the needs of the sector making use of the graduates." 


The second period was ciiaracterized by the “compulsory orientation" of 
students, in which the system of obstacles did not provide the solution, 
and a drop in the rans in various subjects was noted. 


The phase now underway, the third, proposes several levels of orientation. 
Specifically, it involves the establishment of “orientation councils,” 
which have the task of directing contingents according to their inclina- 
tions. Orientation will not be undertaken until after detailed examination 
of the student's file--high school included--after a year of basic subjects. 


The councils will take into account the number of job opportunities avail- 
able on the market or expected on the basis of the plan. Similarly, the 
material conditions in the country will be taken into account. "With 
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decentralization, we can avoid heavy concentrations as in the health 
sector in Algiers, where 2,000 doctors are in training," the minister said. 


A number of other questions raised specific points such as "the status of 
the GSE in the universities," “the role of the temporary commissions," and 
various concerns expressed by the speakers at the conference. 


The press conference ended with the minister's response to a question as to 
how he would assess the quality of the discussion. 


"The discussion was difficult at the beginning, following the recent dis- 
cussions at the university. The result which we achieved was positive. 
Great respect for the speakers could be noted when they expressed different 
opinions, or when they expressed themselves i: a foreign language. They 
were interrupted less and less. 


"The discussion made it possible to reestablish the necessary demarcation 
of the large majority in the university community.” 


Thus discussion was both the point of departure for the organization of 
the conference and its logical conclusion. From this point of view ex- 
clusively one might quote this statement by one speaker: "The holding of 
the first national educational conference is a gain which must be consoli- 
dated."

1980 GRAIN HARVEST EXPECTED TO SHOW INCREASE 
Algiers EL MOUDJAHID in French 8 Jul 80 p 3

of Good Grain Harvest" ] 


[Text] Constantine--The prospects of a rather good grain harvest, probably 
exceeding that last year by 25 percent, and a number of other positive 
indications constitute, there can be no doubt, an excellent basis for the 
launching of the 5-year plan in the Constantine governorate. 


Setting aside weather conditions, always unpredictable, alas, above all 
over a long period, it is possible in fact to state that the main factors 
in the dynamic development of agriculture, all sectors together, have now 
been mastered and defined with precision, just as the steps to be taken in 
the medium and long range to give a new impetus to this strategic-priority 
sector are known. 


These are the first conclusions of a serious and objective evaluation 
established as a result of directives from the political leadership of the 
country and the decisions and undertakings of the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Agrarian Reform. 


They are also the results of study and research work done by the officials 
of the Office of Agrarian Reform and Forest Farm Development (DRARAF) for 
the governorate of Constantine. 


Rarely, if in fact ever, have goals and needs of all sorts been in fact 
established so precisely and realistically and over a long period on the 
physical, material, financial, human and social levels. 


This rigorous planning which has broken with the "day-to-day" practice has 
made it possible to focus more closely on the needs of a governorate of a 
particular nature and better to understand its potent:al and limitations. 


There is often a tendency to forget that if the governorate of Constantine, 
born of an administrative redistricting in 1974, only retains 17 percent 
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of ite former area, it nonetheless did inherit 40 percent of the total 
population and “on top of that, it is not by far 4 homogeneous whole,” 


in facet, occupying 4 buffer sone between the Tell and the high plains, it 
includes three distinet sones (mountains, hille, plains) differing greatly 
one from the other in aptitude, This explains why thie governorate can 
never become self-aufficient in certain products such as those of truck 
gardening. 


“And,” Mer Charfaoul epecified, “if almost 90 percent of the area of the 
governorate ie regarded as farmiand, agriculture is nonetheless limited by 
the rainfall and the limited water resources, To this must be added,” he 
noted further, “the contribution of the urban zones and industry." 


Deve lopment of Water Resources 


For example, the water resources in the district are to he found entirely 
in one sub-basin, that of the Rhumel, which drains toward the sea through 
the Kebir wadi. 


it is true that the Rhumel traverses areas favorable to storage in its 
course, but its resources are limited throughout the year and particularly 
during the low-water season. 


Eleewhere, ‘he seasonal irregularity of the wadis is still more extreme 
than that of the rainfall and even in winter a succession of floods and low- 
water periods ensues. However some solid masses located on the banks or 
outside the governorate, because of their calcareous nature, play 4 role as 
reservoirs for accumulation and regulation. These include the Guerioun, 
M'Cid Aicha, Sidi Dries and Oum Settar mountains. What then is the status 
of water resources development? 


Mr Charfaoul explained: “The basic aspects of water development are being 
planned, and a dam ie being built. -¢ is the Hammam Grouz dam, which will 
supply the city of Constantine. The current resources come from ground 
water, alluvial sheets and springs. 


"The water coming from the limestone massifs, which represents the greater 
part of the resources, is restored by the springs which are numerous but of 
unequal importance. Certain regions such as Hamma Bouziane (995 1l-s) and 
Boumerzoug (650 l-s) are particularly favored in this regard. As to the 
primitive springs, they are generally supplemented by wells. 


"It should be noted,” the director of farm development commented, “that 
this water is generally gradually diverted toward drinking water supplies 
for the urban centers, and in particular the city of Constantine.” 


"Also, because of the lack of major resources which can be mobilized, and 
although it is difficult to establish the possible resources accurately 





within the framework of emall projects, the extent of irrigated areas can 
only be dietated by such projects, thanks in particular to th» presence of 
numerous hill lake sites,” 





Let us note first of all that the uweeful farm area (70 percent of the area 
of the governorate) is distributed ae follows: 


39 percent for the 92 self-managed sector unite; 
23 pereent for the 179 cooperatives; and 
35 percent for the 15,000 private operations. 


In thie district, agriculture has to date retained an extensive nature due 
to the predominance of the grain-fallow land syster which survives despite 
the efforts made to d‘versify and intensify production. 


It is true that the introduction of forage and cultivated crops designed to 
take up the fallow land does not require material and financial means alone. 
The question is posed in term of organization of farm unite and a system 
of production, a8 was moreover stressed in the course of the recent party 
sessions. 


In this regard those in charge of the DARAF Office have indicated that in 
addition to the limitations and problems which have hindered farm structures 
in general, there are some which are epecific to the Constantine governorate. 


It is a matter on the one hand of an imbalance among the sectors (a little- 
integrated private sector which nonetheless controls almost 85 percent of 
the livestock production and more than 60 percent of the food crops, a 
socialist sector which is better integrated in the trade economy but which 
must overcome more limitations) and, on the other hand, the limitations 
outside agriculture because of the rural exodus, urban development and 
industry, which weigh upon the agriculture in this governorate. 


Thus where there has been a traditional surplus of grains, dry vegetables, 
fresh fruits and vegetables, the rate of satisfaction of the need has 
dropped to 64 percent for grains, 23 percent for dry vegetables, 75 percent 
for meat, 22 percent for milk, 62 percent for honey, and only 17 percent 


for eggs. 


Moreover, the old regulations for the distribution circuits for fruits and 
vegetables diverted the flow and the zones which supply Constantine with 
truck-gardening products, for example, have sent their products toward the 
center of the country instead. 


However this situation is likely to develop favorably thanks to the pro- 
visions contained in the 5-year plan pertaining to the axes of development. 
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These provisions are reflected, roughly speaking, in: 


The reorganization of self-administered sectors and the reorganization, now 
in progress, of the supply and service structures; 


The reorganization of the etaffing structures and the strengthening of 
support on the communal level; 


The eetabliehment of a production infrastructure and provision of sufficient 
equipment to the production unite; 


Extension or strengthening of crop and livestock undertakings as well as 
their intensification. 


in practice thie will be reflected, according to serious studies, in a 
substantial production increase. 


Thue in 1984 production, taking the natural potential of the governorate 
into account, will show the following increases in satisfaction of the needs 
of the people: 


graine--67 percent; 

dry vegetables--42 percent; 

freah vegetables--13 percent (instead of 5 percent); 
meat--surplus; 

milk--33 percent instead of 22 percent; 
honey--surplus; and 

egges--eurplus. 


if in the realm of grain and dry vegetable cultivation a campaign of 
intensification will be undertaken by geans of the popularizing of crop- 
raising techniques, better use of fertilizers and insecticides, special 
provisions are also planned in other sectors. For example all of the new 
irrigated areas will be earmarked for truck-garden crops. 


However the available resources in this sector are rather limited. An 
improvement in production is expected from intensification, among other 
things through the introduction of plasticulture. 


In livestock breeding, the building of fattening farms and sheep folds, 

the plan for the development of poultry breeding and bee keeping as well as 
the strengthening of dairy farming operations will ensure self-sufficiency 
in meats, eggs and honey. 








As to @ilk, the limited potential of the governorate does not sake it 
possible to foresee a rate of coverage in excess of 33 percent by 1984. 


This whole complex of measures will be accompanied, it goes without saying, 
by a strengthening of the social infrastructures (building of rural housing, 








drinking-water supplies, access roads, centera for care, etc) as well as 
adminiatrative infrastructures (assignment of a multi-discipl ary team of 
technicians from the DORA on the level of each commune, etc). 


All of these measures are being planned sector by sector and year by year, 
with the whole being made consistent with the sum of investments and evalu- 
ation of the means of achievement. 


Positive Pacts 


However and without waiting for che gradual establishment of the planned 
means and etructures, changes are already occurring in the working methods 
and the resulte of the campaigne wdertaken in the course of the first half 
of thie year. 


For example, after the plowing and sowing campaign which reached almost 
L100 percent of its goals, the weeding campaign achieved a level this year 
clearly superior to that in past years. In this connection it should be 
noted that the operations were continually followed up in the field and 
the results would have been etill better but for the lack of organization 
in the production work sites and the regrettable passivity of certain 
comaunal commissions. 


However, thanke to the intervention of those in charge of vegetable crop 
production, a number of plots were saved. 


Another positive achievement was the fact that the haying campaign did not 
overlap this year with the harvesting with combines. 


All unite succeeded in carrying out this operation before the harvest which, 
moreover, began promptly on schedule. 


This year, by way of exception, the quantities harvested will be distributed 
equally between vetches and oats, with a return next year to the proportions 
of one-third to two-thirds. 


The results obtained were as follows: 


natural fodder--32,294 quintals; 
artificial fodder--72,204 quintals; and 
total forage (dry)--111,498 quintals. 


The excellent development of the weeding and haying campaigns was aided by 
the effort made by the ONAMA [National Agricultural Equipment Office], 
which satisfied the demand for replacewent parts from producers in large 
part. 


We should note that the mobile teams of the ONAMA visited the production 
unite to evaluate their role in the repair of equipment. 
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Ae to the combine harvesting campaign, it started off well despite a certain 
delay due to weather conditions, At least this is the view of 

Mr Aidoud, in charge of vegetable crop production, who congratulated the 
production unite on the effort they made to complete the haying in record 
time, 


The only shadow on the horizon for the time being is the lack of belta for 
the combines, 


However, there are a euffictent number, Still better, and another positive 
fact, the campaign began after delivery of nine new machines planned for 
the year 1980, 


Thie te the firet time that farm machinery has been received the very year in 
which it wae ordered, along with the adjustment of those left over from 
preceding campaigns. 


In all, there are 54 new combines being distributed and the last received 
may even participate in the harvest in progress. 


These will strengthen the fleet of 224 other machines available in the 
governorate. 


As to the organization of this campaign, this was undertaken actively and 
in detail in the course of a number of meetings and trips to the field. It 
was followed by commissions established on three levels--governorate, 
district and commune--and entrusted with taking action at all times and in 
all sectors. 


Other provisions have aleo been made in the sacking, transportation and 
storage sectors in order to ensure the collection of a harvest estimated 
on the basie of the harvest last year. It is in fact assessed at 1.066 
million quintale as compared to 847,000 last year. 


The distribution by sector is as follows: 


agrarian reform~-264,664 as compared to 181,735; 
socialist sector--566,484 as compared to 420,681; and 
private sector--229,502 as compared to 244,953. 


It will be noted from these figures that it is again the private sector 
which has not achieved its goals, despite the means made available to it and 
the aid it has received in all sectors. It will of course continue to 
benefit from all the facilities the government provides it. However, the 
UNPA [National Union of Algerian Peasants] must intensify its work of 
education among the small owners, a large number of whom have substantially 
increased their yields. 
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The entire readiness and enthusiasm of the young cadres should be stressed, 
They fully merit greater confidence and also an improvement cf their aitu- 
a. on and working conditions, 


Ratimate for Setif 


The combine harvesting campaign in full ewing since last 20 June is of an 
unusual nature thie year in the governorate of Setif, 


In thie connection, Mr Boukhalfa Abdallah, a member of the Central Committee 
and national secretary of the UNPA, accompanied by the deputy national 

party commissioner and the governorate coordinator for the UNPA, recently 
presided at a meeting at the party headquarters attended by all of the 
governorate directors of national agriculture offices and UNPA district 
coordinators. 


In the course of this meeting, the representative of the agriculture 
department presented a general synthesis of the measures being implemented 
within the framework of the campaign. The area to be harvested is as 
follows, according to his report: 72,900 hectares for the socialist 
sector, 20,000 hectares for the agrarian revolution sector, and more than 
172,700 hectares for the private sector. The harvest estimates for this 
year come to about 1,800,000 quintals. 


Following this report, the ONAMA official described in detail all the 
measures approved for this campaign, mentioning among other things the 

452 machines assigned to the harvesting. In connection with transportation, 
the speaker noted the mobilization of about 400 trucks and trailers. In the 
realm of storage, the Bord) Bou Arreridj and Setif cooperatives can 
accommodate a volume of 1,168,000 quintals, which will certainly prove in- 
sufficient and will thus make it necessary for the agricultural officials 

to make use of the CAPCS [Communal Multi-Service Agricultural Cooperative | 
warehouses until each district has its own warehouse. In connection with 
fire protection measures, in particular, all the necessary steps seem to 
have been taken, and there will be four mobile brigades plying the governor- 
ate to render service in the event of possible breakdowns.

Public Works School 


Algiers (APS)--Minister of Housing and Construction Abdelmadjid Aouchiche 
and Minister of Public Works Ahmed Ali Ghazali, both members of the Central 
Committee, presided Thursday morning at the graduation ceremony of the llth 
class of state engineers at the Public Works School in Dar-El-Beida.

Tlemcen Technological Education Inatticute 


Tlemcen (APS)--The Ibn Tofil Education Technology Institute in Tlemcen, at 
which an official cerewony held on Wednesday graduated a new class of 
teachers, has trained 2,793 teachers (1,394 instructors, including 1,150 
in the national language, 516 primary teachers and 883 secondary-level 
teachers) in a decade.

‘Text) Mr Hasanayn Haykal, the well-known Egyptian journalist, said that 
the Layptian society did not approve of the marriage of the poor people 
to the daughter of the rich and mighty American, especially as, when the 
»ride (lerael) unveiled her face, she revealed how ugly it was. In 
addition, the bride's father, the Sultan, also revealed that he is not 
really that wealthy. 


Hasanayn expressed his belief that the Egyptian president will never get 
anything from the whole operation which he started by visiting Jerusalem 
in November 1977. In the meantime, Israel is continuing its provocation 
of the Arab countries. 


In an interview with the daily newspaper PROINI ELEVTHEROPYPIA, which is 
published in the Greek capital, Hasanayn said that current negotiations 
between Egypt and Israel concerning Palestinian self-rule, are nothing but 
complete success for Ierael, which succeeded in isolating Egypt from 

the Arab homeland. 


He added that the weapons which Egypt now receives from America are not 
enough to train the Egyptian armed forces. Furthermore, American aid,

ARMED FPORCES CELEBRATE LITERACY CAMPAIGN SUCCESSES

[Article by Faruq al-Shadhili: "Minister of Defense on ‘Elimination of 
Illiteracy’ Day: ‘The Armed Forces Are Waging a Constructive Cultural 
Rattle; Tlliteracy of 96,000 Soidiers Eliminated This Year'") 


|Text! Lt Gen Ahmad Badawi, minister of defense and war production, 
announced at the armed forces celebration of "Blimination of Illiteracy 
Day": “We are certain that this battle, which the president of the 
republic and commander in chief of the armed forces decided to lead 
himeelf, is a first class cultural battle. 


"The armed forces, which had the honor of achieving victory under his 
leadership in the battles of the October War [1973], are also honored 

to wage the battle of development and reconstruction along with the other 
sectors of the nation under his leadership. They are confident of his 
ability to achieve peace." The minister announced that 96,000 soldiers 
overcame illiteracy this year. This result exceeded all expectations. 


Or Sufi Abu Talib, president of the People's Assembly, stated: “the 
armed forces deserve credit for eliminating the delusions which existed 
before the October War. They silenced the midgets [critics of Egypt), 
when they had the opportunity to lead the Arab nation. 


The armed forces are capable of meeting the challenges of peacetime, for 
modern warfare is above all a scientific battle.” 


At the Service of the Armed Forces 


Mansur Husayn, deputy minister of education, announced that all resources 
of the Ministry of Education are at the service of the armed forces in the 
struggle to conquer illiteracy. He also announce! that Dr Mustafa Kamal 
Hilmi [minister of state for education) agreed to increase the number of 
liberation schools of the armed forces from 3 to 10 secondary schools. 
These schools have room for 10,000 soldiers to study at the elementary 

and secondary levels. Hilmi also approved opening 50 primary schools for 
soldiers who overcome their illiteracy, so as to complete the 5th and 6th 
grades. 
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Pioneering Experiment 


"Ali ‘Abd al-Razgeaq, official in charge of adult education in the special- 
ized national councils, said that conquering tlliteracy in the armed 
forces ts a ploneering experiment,

offictals in charge of adult education in the Ministry of Education, 


The minister of defense and the distinguished guests saw a demonstration 
of instruction methods prepared by the various armed forces departments 
taking part in the experiment to conquer illiteracy among the military. 


At the beginning of the celebration Maj Gen Ahmad ‘Abd al-Ghaffar Hijazi, 
assistant to the minister of defense and chief of the training staff, 
delivered a report about accomplishments of the past year in the experi- 
ment to conquer illiteracy among the military. He said that 10,033 in- 
structore and their assistants have been trained. Methods of overcoming 
illiteracy are being taught to students in the final year at the military 
colleges. Training aids (charts and audio-visual equipment) have been 
prepared through the creative efforts of the officers. A total of 166,963 
soldiers received instruction, including 142,000 soldiers who did not 
know how to read and write before. Of these, 92,112 soldiers achieved a 
successful score of 87.5 percent. 


The experiment to conquer illiteracy included 626 prisoners at the 
military prison, 261 civilian workers in the military motor vehicle 
administration, and 293 soldiers from the Frontier Guard Forces in 
Al-'Arish. All of these obtained certificates of literacy. In the 
cities of Al-Wafa' and Al-'Amal, where disabled war veterans take part 
in eliminating illiteracy among the soldiers, 195 soldiers obtained 
literacy certificates. In the Western Region, 8,982 soldiers obtained 
certificates of literacy.

Lt Gen Ahmad Badawi and Lt Gen Muhammad Abu Ghazalah took turns distrib- 
uting prizes to the successful administrations and units and to certain 
soldiers who had received literacy certificates.

[interview with Shahpur Bakhtiar, Vice Minister ©: Labor under Dr 
Mossadeq, Director of the Lranian National Front, last Prime Minister of 
the Shah, by Patrick Wajeman: "“Iran--From Khomeynism to Communism?" ] 


[Abstract] 


Mr Bakhtiar was at the center of events leading to the downfall of the 
Shah, and he continues to be personally involved in present political con- 
flicts. In an interview with Patrick Wajsman, he reviews Iran's past, 
present and future, analyzing internal and external factors which brought 
down the Pahlavi dynasty as well as the present state of Iranian politics. 
In conclusion, Mr Bakhtiar gives discreet pointers about his forthcoming 
return to Tehran. 


[Text] Patrick Wajeman: Mr Prime Minister, in your opinion, looking back, 
what are the essential causes of the shah's downfall? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: As I told the king himself when he summoned me for con- 
sultation, these causes have to do with the cavalier fashion in which the 
Constitution had been systematically flouted, the support which the shah 
gave to corrupt administrations, and torture. They also had to do with the 
megalomania which was behind certain excessively expensive projects which 
were way out of proportion with respect to the living standard of a nation 
that for the most part was under developed and poor. To that you might 

add the rather fuzzy dealings of some foreign oil companies and you have 

an almost complete picture. 


Patrick Wajsman: Undoubtedly so, Mr Prime Minister. But do you not think 
that Jimmy Carter's action likewise to a great extent was responsible for 
the downfall of Mohammed Reza Pahlavi? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: You know, the Americans have always had trouble under- 
standing the real situation in Iran, except however for a short period of 
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2 years under Kennedy. But, over all, I repeat, this policy was disastrous, 
especially under Johnson and Nixon, I will give you an example which is 
significant among many others. I heard Richard Nixon tell the king at 
Tehran: "Sir, what you have done, what you are doing, and what you will do 
has our total and most unconditional support." This means that the President 
of the United States approved, knew about, and legitimized the action of 

the shah in advance! That is admirable, is it not? 


Patrick Wajsman: Il hope that such allies no longer exist in our time 
beyond the Atlantic. But let us move on. Do you not have the feeling 
that the Lranian system broke up even before international public opinion 
became clearly aware of that? *\ °. if so, at what point in time do you 
feel that happened? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: You have to go back a little. The thing that helped 
precipitate the movement consisted of economic causes. In 1974, our pet- 
roleum revenues increased greatly and this excessive wealth could not be 
adsorbed normally by an economy as little developed as the Lranian economy. 
This situation pushed the king into plunging, as [ told you, into senseless 
projects; he took out options on Concorde aircraft; with billions in earn- 
ings, he wanted to manufacture a paradise for billionaires on Kich Island. 
In short, he wanted to play the newly-rich. But the people received almost 
nothing of this unexpected wealth. Under these conditions you should not 
be astonished that dissatisfaction grew tremendously; the richer the state 
became--and it became richer quite ostensibly--the more difficult did it 
become to preserve harmony among the haves and the have nots. That is 

the evidence. 


To answer your question more precisely I would say that the system "cracked" 
about two years before the king's downfall. And that was very definite. 

It was at that time that, together with two other signers, I addressed an 
open letter to the shah in which we urged him to liberalize his regime. But 
the king at that time treated us as “systematic denigrators" and disdained 
our appeal from the heights of his absolute power. You see to what point 
the absence of a counterweight can push a person who presides over the 
destiny of a country! The phenomenon is so true, by the way, that just 3 
months prior to his departure to go into exile, the shah still maintained 
rather stubbornly that the opposition in Iran was “marginal.” Now, talking 
about us, the leaders of the National Front, he said: "They are agents of 
the West whose mission is to turn the country over to the communists." I 
must admit that I never really understood this obscure message! 


Patrick Wajsman: Allow me, Mr Bakhtiar, to pursue this point further. Do 
you not have the feeling that the Carter administration played a decisive 
role in the shah's exile? I know that you were not personally against that 
departure but the question of sharing responsibilities does come up never- 
theless, at least in “technical terms.” 











Shahpur Bakhtiar: limmy Carter--and on that score | can only approve what 
he does--made human rights one of the essential themes of his presidential 
ampaign. After his election, he remained faithful to that promise. He 
even went eo far as to declare publicly that relations between Washington 

and Tehran would be "difficult." 


Patrick Wajsman: it seems to me on the other hand that, on the occasion of 
his trip to lran, at the end of 1977, he still paid the shah extremely 
flattering compliments. 


ur Bakhtlar: That is true but he also reminded him on that occasion 
that uman rivhts must be respected. Proot of this is furnished by the 
fect that, during the year prior to the monarch’s overthrow, torture had 
practically been stopped in Iran. And that was due to American pressure. 
fut that was too late. Liberalization was no longer a sufficient remedy.

Patrick Waisman: How do you explain the passivity of the Iranian Army at 
the moment of the downfall of Mohammed Reza Pahlavi?

nahour Bakhtiar: That is obvious. Besides, I do not see why you are 
talking of simple ‘pressure.’ The Lranian army was entirely in the hands 
the Americans: American technicians, American instructors. The anti- 
in | tion adopted by Washington consequently was bound to leave these 
‘rivileged members of the regime indifferent. Especially when they found 
that Khomeyni had become irresistible. They thus preferred the lesser evil 
represented by the Ayatollah, rather than having to accept the law of a 
mmunist who would al make them swear allegiance to the Kremlin. Have 


ufficientlily clear this time? 














Patrick Wajsman: Absolutely, but let us talk about the communists again 
right away if you will. I would like you to answer frankly, Mr Bakhtiar: 
was France correct in receiving Khomeyni and allowing him to speak as 
freely as he did? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: I cannot reproach France for that since France is the 
homeland of human rights. Khomeyni was looking for asylum and Paris of- 
tered it to him. 


Patrick Wajsman: Do you not think nevertheless that one should have sug- 
gested to him to tone down his permanent appeals for a holy war, his ex- 
communications, that mini-cassette war which he was fighting, from 
Neauphle-le-Chateau, against the shaky regime of the Pahlavi family? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: There are people who abuse the hospitality offered them 
(but that is not true in my case, as you will agree). But you must not 
forget that the embassy of France in Tehran--I know about that because your 
ambassador to Lran told me so--asked the shah whether he saw any incon- 
venience in having “.omeyni stay in France. And the king replied rather 
wearily: "Well, let him stay there!" That in any case proves to what point 
his political lucidity had become clouded. 


Finally, to be quite frank, I believe that the fact that Khomeyni was of- 
fered every facility for expression, which he got, was a little bit too 
much. Especially since Khomeyni is not exactly an extremely recommendable 
person. He is a man of ignorance, of cruelty and baseness of soul rarely 
equalled. 


Patrick Wajsman: I certainly would not contradict you on that! But I 

would like to ask you one last direct question on relations between France 
and the Ayatollah. Do you not think that our government, after the return 
of the patriarch of Qom to Iran, should have given him a little less "“under- 
standing?" 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: France has not been more indulgent toward him than the 
United States had been. Besides, [I do not think that it was able effec- 

tively to measure the direct pressures upon Tehran. But perhaps it could 
have condemned more vigorously--through radio and television--the crimes, 
the massacres, and the summary executions which Khomeyni's men engaged in 
after the triumphal return of the “Holy Man" to Iran. 


Patrick Wajsman: If you had been head of the Iranian government when the 
hostage crisis broke out, how would you have handled it? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: This affair is a real blot on the history of Iran. Even 
at the time when I was secretary of state for Mossadegh, one did not behave 
in this fashion--and that is the least I could say. I recall perfectly well 
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that, when we decided to nationalize the oil industry, our relations with 
the British became untenable. We were even forced to close the British 
embassy in Tehran and to conduct the ambassador to the airport with all of 
the honors due his rank, That was tough, definite, implacable, but proper. 


Khomeyni is not sensitive to that sort of thing. He has no feeling for 
government, for the way government agencies function. 


Patrick Wajsman: But what would you have done to get the "students" to 
comply? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: I would o>» have let them do what they were doing. 
Being a democrat does no 1 being weak. 


Patrick Wajsman: Does that mean that you would have dared use force? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: Absolutely. Having said chis, I am convinced that they 
would never have taken the risk of occupying the embassy. 


Patrick Wajsman: Do you have the feeling that the Americans, from the 
very beginning, should have used their military resources to iiberate the 
hostages? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: No, I do not think so. Until the establishment of the 
inquiry commission sponsored by the UN and supported by Washington, Carter 
in my opinion acted wisely. The United Sates was right--I repeat--in 
exhausting all peaceful solutions, thus showing international public 
opinion that right was on its side. 


But the moment the five lawyers from the Waldheim commission were ridiculed 
in Tehran, it was necessary to act. The leader of the world's first- 
ranking power cannot permit himself the luxury of losing face in this 
fashion. There are circumstances in life when one must say "no"; Churchill 
understood that and realized that, going from concession to concession, one 
rapidly slips toward total capitulation. It is true of course that Carter 
is no Churchill. 


Patrick Wajsman: How are political forces distributed in Iran today? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: That is very simple. Disregarding the nationalists and 
the liberals, whom I represent, there are only two real forces: the 
Khomeynists and the communists, the latter by the way being broken up into 
various groupings, depending upon their degree of allegiance to Moscow. 


There are of course also all of those who believe that Khumeyni was some 
kind of genie or messiah and who are now disappointed. But the “clan of the 
disappointed" does not constitute a specifically Iranian category, does it 
not? 
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Patrick Wajsman: Unfortunately, Mr Prime Minister. You have ,ust mentioned 
the influence of the communists. Do you have the teeling that the Tudeh 
Party played a considerable role in triggering the Iranian revolution? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: No. Not the Tudeh Party as such. Except by reason of 
its antecedents, it did not have any popular sympathy. 


On the other hand, the young Marxists--both lay or religious--educated in 
the USSR, in China, in A’geria, in Syria, did play a decis’ve role. That 
role was all the more decisive as they \. e strongly supported by Palestin- 
ian militants. In short, when it became . ‘dent, during the last days of 
the imperial regime, that the army was not going to do anything, this 
entire bunch provided the final Liberating push! 


Patrick Wajsman: These young Maraists, whom you are talking about, are 
they following the USSR? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: Not consciously. But the devil is always watching near 
boiling pots and that is well known. The Tudeh Party thus found itself 
revived and plunged into the revolutionary spiral, especially by supporting 
the Ayatollah's initiatives with all its might. 


Contrary to outward appearances, the reason for this unnatural marriage is 
quite simple: seizing power the day Khomeyni disappears. 


The Americans are making a serious mistake if they believe that the mul- 
lahs mean that the communist danger has been removed. That is idiotic. 
The mullahs, on the other hand, are making a big mistake because they are 
prolonging and accentuating the country's disorganization and are playing 
into than hands of the communists. 


Patrick Wajsman: Do you really think that the Tudeh Party is strong 
enough to "recover" the revolutionary movement? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: Perhaps not yet; but the way things are going, it will 
not take long. 


Patrick Wajsman: Do you have the feeling that Khomeyni's entourage on the 
one hand and the "students" on the other hand could be subtly maneuvered 
by pro-Soviet agents? 


Shahpur Bakhtiar: The Ayatollah's entourage, in part. But as far as 
those phony "students" are concerned, there is absolutely no doubt on that 


subject. They are totally manipulated by the Tudeh Party. Bani Sadr and 
Ghotbzadeh themselves admitted that! 


Patrick Wajsman: Permit me, Mr Prime Minister, to feign candor for a brief 


instant and ask you what medium-term objective the Kremlin is pursuing in 
the Gulf. 
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PROMINENT FIGURES ARRESTED FOLLOWING ALLEGED COUP 
Tehran ETTELA'AT in Persian 12 Jul 80 p 2 


[Text] Coup d'etat plotters and U.S. CIA agents, in cooperation with 
Israel, Iraq and Egypt, intended to bomb critical centers of Tehran and 
other city regions (Shahrestan) and then take high-ranking personages of 

the country hostage or assassinate them. Meanwhile the coup d'etat plotters 
intended to begin mass executions, to execute all their opponents in Tehran 
and all other cities, return Bakhtiar to the country as the leader, and 
establish a new government. 


Dr Mohammad Javad Bahonar, member of the Revolutionary Council, during an 
interview with an ETTELA'AT reporter concerning details of the abortive 
U.S. coup d'etat plot, stated: A plot was supposed to have been carried 
out on Wednesday night by CIA officials and a group of counterrevolutionary 
elements and mercenaries. Fortunately it was neutralized by the Revolu- 
tionary Guards and officials cooperating with the people. 


The United States, Israel, Iraq and Egypt had the leading roles in the 
execution of the coup d'etat plot. For some time we had information 

about the shameful plan of the coup d'etat plotters, but we wanted to 
arrest them at the moment they meant to carry out the coup d'etat plot. 
During this period the Guards applied themselves to the identification 

of these individuals. They arrested a group who had evidence and documents 
connected with the coup d'etat plot, and interrogated them. From the 
interrogation of these persons the chief mercenary agents of the coup 
d'etat were identified and arrested. 


He added: We waited until several hours before the plotters put their 

shameful plan into effect; then the Revolutionary Guards and we officials 

took action, and neutralized their plot. During the operation to neutralize 

the plot and arrest the agents and plotters, a number were killed and the 

remainder arrested, Among those arrested are some well-known personages 

who at one time had a name and reputation for themselves; they are now under 
interrogation. The :oup d'etat plotters, with the cooperation of the 

United States, Iraq, Israel and Egypt, were going to bomb the country's 
ritical points. 








The critical pointes that the coup d'etat plotters had an eye to bomb 
included the imam's residence, the president's residence, the prime minis- 
try, the Faglyeh Sehoe!l ta Qom, the Central Komiteh headquarters, centers 
of the Revolution Guards, the Vali'asr Base and army ammunition depots, 


Afterwards the plotters were going to free the U.S. hostages, and recip- 
rocate by taking hostages of their own, They would have assassinated high- 
rankiog personages of the country or taken them hostage. They would have 
put thelr opponents up againet the city walle in etreets and public squares, 
ind executed them, lo their own words, they would have etarted masse 
laughter, Then they would have brought Bakhtiar to Iran as the leader, 

and established a new government. 


Mr Bahonar added: Following investigations in this area by the Revolutionary 
Guards and investigative officials, a large number of bulletins connected 
with this plot were discovered, The agents of this abortive coup had 
prepared them some time ago. The coup d'etat plotters had resolved to 
disseminate these bulletins from airplanes. After capturing the radio- 
television station the bulletin's text would be read by Bakhtiar. But 

this plot was neutralized through the vigilance of the Moslem people and 
responsible air force and guards personnel, 


Dr Bahonar said: According to the existing documents and evidence which 

we acquired from the counterrevolutionaries, the critical centers to be 
bombed were designated and marked on a map. Various methods and numerous 
tactics had been considered for the bombing of critical centers, the arrest 
of opponents, and in general for the execution of the coup d'etat plot. 

A large oumber were also arrested in this connection. The arrest of counter- 
revolutionaries is continuing. 


Dr Bahonar, concerning the rumor that Bakhtiar had created a base in 

Iraq, said: The wellepring of the plot which was to have been executed 

is in that very place. This individual, with his half-baked idees and 

the gathering of several persons around him, thought he could do something. 
Such plots against the Islamic Republic of Iran have occurred several times 
and have been neutralized and will be neutralized by the people's vigilance. 


Concerning the rebuilding and purging of the army, he said: Purging and 
purification of the army has occurred, and once again must occur. Basically 
most of the purging of the army has taken place. But because the army was 
the most powerful and the closest institution to the past regime, more work 
must be done in purging the army. 


In the discovery of this coup d'etat plot, the responsible Moslem army 
personnel had an effective role; they must be strengthened. The government 
must have stricter supervision of the army and air force and other ordinary 
‘reans. Reports of this exposed network were at our disposal for some time, 
only the news of it was not revealed for security reasons. We wanted to 
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precisely identity the mercenary agents involved in these evenis, Based 

on these facts, more identification of army personnel must take place, The 
matter of purification and purging of the army must b»° seriously pursued 

so that all counterrevolutionary and mercenary elements are cleaned out of 
these organs, Similarly pious persons must be better recognized, strengthened 
and placed in sensitive poate. Beyond this, public preparation and mobiliza- 
tion must be considered, The chief backing of our victory in exposing this 
plot was the general mobilization of the people. Help must be gotten from 

the people, and the people must atruggle against these plote with unity and 
concord, 


Plan for Mase Slaughter 


Our correspondent adds that following the discovery of the coup d'etat plot 
which was miraculously strangled in ite infancy by the self-eacrificing 
friends of the revolution, information was acquired that the plotters, in 
addition to planning to bomb critical points, also planned to totally 
destroy the Park Hotel and the former Teachers Club. We remind you that 

90 percent of the representatives to the Islamic Consultative Assembly 
dwell in these two buildings. Apparently the goal of the bombing was the 
slaughter of the representatives. 


The last reports received concerning the identification and arrest of the 
plot's agents indicate that more than 200 persons involved in this abortive 
U.S. plot have been arrested. A spokesman for the Central Komiteh in touch 
with ETTELA'AT stated that Dr Sadiqi, a member of the National Front, was 
irrested in connection with this plot. Sadiqi is the person who signed 

the lran-United States oil agreement of 1957. 


Among those being pursued in connection with the coup d'etat plot are 
General Amir Bahman Baqeri, former commander of the air force, Dr ‘Ali 
Reza Saheb, one of Gholamreza Pahlavi's partners, General Sa'id Mahdiun, 
former commander of the air force, and Dr Mehdi Bahar, author of the book 
"The Wretched Inheritance of Colonialism.” Dr Mehdi Bahar fled his resi- 
dence after discovery of the plot. 


This spokesman added: Seven casualties in the course of exposing this 
abortive coup d'etat have been reported. in these events one Revolutionary 
Guard was also martyred. The majority of persons arrested in the course 

of uncovering the plot were associates of the hated Pahlavi regime. All 

of them had positions in the regime, and most of them cooperated with 
counterrevolutionary elements and CIA agents. Yet after giving pledges 

and guarantees they had been freed from the country's prisons following 

the imam's pardon. In preliminary investigations was determined that 
this group had had close cooperation with Bakhtiar's agents, and were 
partners with the deposed Shah and the filthy, despicable Pahlavi family. 
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AIR PORCE CLAIMED TO BE MAIN AXIS OF ALLEGED COUP

\Text| Following the exposure of a traitorous coup d'etat plot in Nuzhe 
Air Base [near Hamadan| yesterday evening, Hojjatoleslam ‘Ali Akbar Rezvani, 
the imam's representative in this base, revealed details of the coup d'etat 
plan in a special conversation with ETTELA'AT, 


Thirty airplanes were supposed to participate in this operation. The 
participation of 3O planes in the operation required the participation of 
60 pllote and co-pilots and at least 500 technical and military personnel. 


In the course of events six persons were killed because at the operation's 
beginning their secrets had been exposed. Similarly six more persons were 
arrested, although several of them succeeded in escaping with some weapons 
by automobile. 


The operation was supposed to occur at midnight Thursday. It was planned 
that persons outside the base would come to the base posing as guests, 

and that the mercenary agents inside posing as their hosts would receive 
them, and guide them to the base. The events took place Wednesday evening, 
that is seven to eight hours before the abortive coup d'etat plot against 
the Islamic republic occurred. Responsible and patriotic personnel who 
were aware of the problem uncovered and neutralized the plot. 


The plotters iniended to capture the base at first, then kill the imam's 
representative there. After these actions they would transform the base 
into operations headquarters, and simultaneously bring Shapur Bakhtiar 

to this base. The plotters intended to go to other bases after capturing 
this one, and persuade the base personnel to cooperate. If cooperation 
did not occur, they would bomb the base. 


The coup d'etat plotters had received weapons from the United States, 
Israel and Iraq, and from every point of view were armed and equipped. 
There persons were members of the special forces; as for equipment, they 
were completely armed, and they were experts in combat tactics. However, 
by God's will they met with defeat.

[Editorial by Sa'id ‘Alam al-Din, economic editor: "The Arabs Can Defeat 
Israel with the Oil Bomb"} 


[Text] The Arabs have five precious years during which they can use their 
influence through oil to achieve their political aims. After that, that is 
1985, some Arab observers believe it will be difficult to use this oil 
weapon. 


Some may think that using petroleum in a political battle involves only 
embargoing its export to some country, be it a general or limited embargo. 
However the situation is totally different; the petroleum weapon is 
employed daily in the decision making process, whether its owners wish 

it or not. Petroleum provides far-reaching political influence for the 
countries which produce it, but the dispute remains as to the effectiveness 
of employing this powerful weapon. 


The Century of Power 
Strategic analysts agree that power is the outstanding characteristic of 


the 20th century: the power of atomic bombs, of popular movements, of 
conventional weapons, etc. These analysts agree that petroleum is the 


indisputable king of these powers, for it provides the « _ at runs 
automobiles, ships, airplanes, factories, actually tie a1 * the 
world's economies. It is the noble element from which i J,’ .- hemical 
compounds are derived, and consequently a power that achie - ‘cal 
aims that the world's politicians, armies, and atomic wep. * to 
achieve. 


Prominent historians attribute the defeat of Germany in Worla Var II to 

its lack of petroleum and point to the battle of al-'Alamayn, which Germany 
lost, as the war's turning point in favor of the Allies. The reason is 
simple. If the German armies had been able to advance beyond al-'Alamayn 
and into the Arab east, large Iraqi petroleum reserves sufficient to 
achieve a final German victory would have been guaranteed. 
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The Middle East contains the largest petroleum reserves in the sorld. As 
a result it possesses power which no other group of nations has, and it 
appears that the industrial nations and Israe] realize the danger in this, 
In 1974 President Richard Nixon established what he called "project inde- 
pendence" aimed at providing energy sources to make America independent of 
Arab oil and so-called "Arab political blackmail.” This program failed 
drastically, 


Kissinger and Petroleum 


In 19/76 the American secretary of state, Henry Kissinger, succeeded in 
establishing the International Energy Agency, which includes most of the 
24 industrial countries. The basic structure of this agency remains a 
closely held secret, but Arab observers believe that its primary aim is 

to destroy the Arab petroleum weapon preserving the "supremacy of western 
civilization," as Western thinkers are constantly repeating. Specifically 
the West wishes to limit Arab political influence derived from petroleum 
without affecting the levels of Arab production averaging 21 million 


barrels per day. 


The charter of the Agency would appear to be similiar to the Protocols of 
the Elders of Zion, for it includes basic principles which the governments 
of the industrial countries must follow without exception in spite of 

deeply rooted differences among these countries concerning the entire energy 
problem. This can be considered the greatest triumph given to Israel by 
Kissinger since the crumbling and weakeni: , of the petroleum weapon means 
that the West will not someday be forced to give up Israel. 


The Chromium Weapon 


1980 saw considerable proof of Kissinger's theory in the form of events 
which were not given sufficient analysis in the Arab world. 


Chromium is considered one of the most important strategic elements and 

in that respect is similar to petroleum and uranium. It not only is 
employed in the manufacturing of stainless steel but also is used in other 
strategic industries such as airplanes, propellers, and electric generators. 
If an industrial country such as the United States should find itself 
deprived of chromium, it would not be able to produce airplanes, tanks, 
trucks, guns, industrial equipment, housewares, etc. This eventuality 
would immediately turn the United States into a third rate country. 


Rhodesia and South Africa are the richest nations in chromium in the world. 
Therefore, Soviet Union is present in Africa for the purpose of controlling 
mineral resources, not for pleasure, and consequently the West, particularly 
America and Britair, fears that the Soviets will infiltrate Rhodesia through 
the liberation movements there. Former President Nixo. pointed this out 

in his memoirs, so the best solution was to forsake Ian Smith's regime and 
turn "Zimbabwe" over to its black people. History shows that there is no 
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if the sad e«,..odea of the 1976 and 197/ price treezes, which would also 
have occurred in 1978 except for the Lranian revolution, are repeated, 


s-~-Arab experts expect that widespread use of coal, particularly in America, 
Europe, and Japan, will decrease world demand for petroleum. 


The pessimiam of some Arab observers is coupled with the pessimism of some 
world oll experts, who do not claim allegiance to anyone and who insist 
that the world is heading for a widespread petroleum shortage during the 
\980's, particularly if the soviet Union becomes a petroleum importing 


en so, Arab observers feel that it would be unwise to underestimate 
matters. ct ts preferable that Arab governments aim their sights with the 
cnowledge that they only have five years at the most to use petroleum in 
their historic battle with Israel, 


This eubject cannot be completed without a discussion of Arab surpluses 
ind Lavestments in western countries and their effect on the petroleum 
weapon and on Arab political influence.

From the time President Elias Sarkis, the Lebanese president 
first delivered his famous message on the principles of national recon- 
siliation to the time he tried to form an effective political govern- 
ment, the prevailing conviction among some circles has been that Presi- 
dent Sarkis is engaged in his last battle to confront the factors and 
complications which continue to keep the Lebanese situation in a state 
of discord, imbalance and near collapse at any time. 


Dr Salim al-Huss, the Lebanese ~ ‘me minister, says in private that the 
regime is not only up against t.we reality of the conspiracy against 
Lebanon, but is also in a race against time. Time has become Lebanon's 
number one enemy. The longer the crisis lasts, the more it will gnaw 

it and destroy the institutions and foundations of the Lebanese entity, 
namely the political democratic system, the free economic system, the 
freedom of the press, and the principle of coexistence of diverse sects. 


Ever since the Lebanese regime acknowledged the fait accompli which 
creates a tight connection between the Lebanese crisis and the general 
Middle East conflict, attempts have been made to bypass this reality 
by somehow isolating the confrontation on the theater of south Lebanon 
from the domestic Lebane.e crisis.

which stand in the way of Lebanese reconciliation and a strengthening of 
legitimate Lebanese authority. 


Inspite of the secrecy of the French ambassador to Beirut's talks with 
the Syrian officials, some informed sources relate these talks to the 
initiative planned in the French capital to resolve some aspects of the 
Lebanese domestic problems. This plan takes into account that no move 

in be made without the participation of Syria, due to the importance 
and effectiveness of Syria's position with regard to Lebanese interests. 
France wants to continue maintaining good relations with Syria, and 
prefers that any move should be coordinated with Syria and agreed upon 
with Damascus. 


Betore he went to Damacus, the French ambassador to Beirut held a long 
meeting with Mr Pierre Jumayyil, the leader of the Phalangist party. 
The meeting was described as one of the most important meetings ever held 
between a French envoy with the leader of the Phalangists. The talks 
were conducted in the light of the new developments on the scene of the 
Middle East conflict, and what appears to be their present effect on 
south Lebanon. Thus, due to American preoccupation with the presidential 
elections, conditions appear to be more convenient for Israel than at any 
previous time to achieve several strategic goals in its battle against 
the Palestinians and its efforts to fragment the Lebanese entity. It is 
said that in the light of these assumptions, France is ready to be the 
guarantor for the Christians in Lebanon as a substitute to any guarantee 
the christians would look for from Israel. This French course of action 
started ‘o coincide with the serious efforts of President Sarkis, 
especially after the visit of Mr Abd al-Halim Khaddam, the Syrian foreign 
minister to Beirut. These efforts are concentrating more than anything 
else on liberating the Lebanese domestic situation from elements of 
Israeli pressure, influence and intervention. 
President Sarkis started a series of meetings and consultations in order 
to achieve this goal. Some of these meetings sought to pave the way 
for a government of national reconciliation. More significantly, they 
sought tc out an end to the Israeli role in the domestic Lebanese crisis. 
» most important of these meetings was a long session between Presi- 
ent Sarkis and Shaykh Pierre Jumayyil, followed by a meetinz between 
Sarkis and former president Camille Sham'un, ‘eader of the National 
Liberals Party. Jumayyil and Sham'un are considered to be the pillars 

f the Lebanese Maronite front. Aside from these meetings, contacts 
with envoys and confidants are continuing to reac. an agreement which 
leaves no excuse for any party in touch with Israel to claim that it 


did not have the « sortunity to participate in the proposed effective 
itical governmen.. The president sees in the formation of such a 
zoverament a way out of the vicious circle to which the Lebanese situa- 

tion has returned, He also views it as a bridge to create a new 
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*. the most dangerous of these results is that at this stage, world 
zionism would be preparing to hit the Palestinians in the West Bank and 
Gaza one day. Zionism would hit the Palestinians by fabricating bloody 
incidents and massacres. It would wait for the right moment when the 
disputes between the Arab countries are at their peak. World zionism 
would still be powerful, specially in the United States, and the castas- 
trophies of 1948 and 1967 would be repeated.

All that was known 
about it was that it represented the allitaery wing alongside the higher 
Shiite Lelemic council led by Imam al-Sadr. 


Second, after the disappearance of Imam al-Sadr, it was apparent and 
natural that the representative from che Ba'-labakk-«l- Marmal area, 

Mr Husayn a1 4usayni, should aseume leadership of the Amal movement, ot 
just because he was the closest to Imam al-Sadr's heart but also because 
he was his permanent companion and the closest participant, the one who 
bore the most political responsibilities. He followed him directly in 
terme of the order of responsibility within the government. 


During the period in which Deputy al-4useyni assumed the leadership of 
this Shiite militery movement, Amal began to aseume ite great military 


presence on the Lebanese stage, and this role began to assume a deep dimen- 
sion in influencing the course of events, and sometimes in fashioning then, 


especially after the clashes which began to occur between this movement 
and some detachments of the Palestinian resistance and its allies in the 
Lebanese national movement. 


The magnitude and dimension which the movement sssumed did not come about 


because of these clashes with the Palestinian resistance but because these 
clashes occurred in the guise of a reaction to the dangers of the plans to 


settle the Palestinians in southern Lebanon, an area with a Shiite cons 


tration, and to the role which media of various descriptions had playeu in 
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expanding and giving these dangere form, especially after the Camp David 

agreements and the etart of ‘he negotiations for autonomy on the West Bank 

eed the Gaga Strip between EB: ypt and lereel, under the supervision of the 
car partrer, 


This was one of the serious mactere before which the fourth conference of 
the PATH movement held in Damascus the end of last month paused; in this 
conference, decisions were made on the necessity to work to suppress and 
correct these erroneous practices, in order to restore the solidarity thet 
previously exieted between the Palestinian and Lebanese peoples. 


These two factors -the factor of settlement and ite dangers, and the fac- 
tor of the erroneous practices--completed the birth of — new Arab cause 
whose name is the Southern Lebanese cause--naturally in the context of con- 
tired Leraeli aggression against the people and territory of the south 
end the expanioniet Zioniet Lereeli designs in the south which these ag- 
eressione entail. These sufferings intensified the state where the south- 
ern Lebanese believed that the Amal mouvement was ultimately their sole 
hope for resisting the plans for settlement on the lend, in view of the 
absence of the Lebanese governments and thie Arab deficiency, and conse- 
quently for rectifying the erroneous practice, to the point where this new 
development created a hope or belief in the Lebanese government that this 
growing military role of Amal's and the Shiite atmosphere surrounding it 
would be the main card for exerting pressure to enable er help Lebanese 
legitimacy to return to the south and extend its sovereignty. 


Ile chat everything? 


Of course not. The sudden resignation of Deputy Husayn el-Husayni from 
the leadership of the Amal movement was, as it is seid, the end of one 
stage and the beginning of a new one in which playing with religious, fac- 
tional, national and other types of contradictions end feelings became 
very apparent. 


From thie premise, thie conversation took plece with Deputy Husayn al- 
Husayni, who, indications are, has left deep roote in Amal which constitute 
a great incentive for him to return to tis leadership one way of another, 
in spite of the fact that he har resigned from this position. 


The conversation begen with the following question: 


Por some weeks, you, the secretary general of the Amal movement, suddenly, 
without any sign, proceedei to submit your resignation and relinquish this 
position. Is it possible to shed some Light on ‘he reasons and the back- 
ground for this, especially since there are people who say that they were 
related to subsequent developments which occurred or will occur’ 


/Answer/ In the body of the letter I sent to groups in the movement, I 
said that difficulties had confronted me and the movement and thet I had 
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not been successful in | year and 7 months, from the date in woich 1 as- 
gumed the reaponsibility, in lessening these diffieuities, which are num- 
erous and have impacts on the movement and the masece in the movement in 
particular and on Lebanon in general. It was natural that I should pro- 
ceed to relinquish all responsibilities in order to pave the way for powers 
which might be able to lessen these difficulties, 


In my letter, | concentrated on the point that it would be more appropri- 
ate to choose the son of Imam al-Sadr for thie task and thie provision of 
resources, This pursuit will require people who are capable, honest, ex- 
perienced and sincere, especially since logic dictates this when we rea- 
lige that I would not have assumed this kind of responsibility, for which 
Ll had not prepared myself, had it not been for the episode of Imam al- 
Sadr. More bluntly, during this period we bore the responsibility of fol- 
lowing up on Imam al-Sadr's case and following up on the lesue of the 
south, and we were deprived of the resources of Imam al-Sadr and the south. 
This constituted « major problem and caused us to commit ourselves to 
cease continuing to bear the responsibility--in addition to matcers of no 
less importance, namely some people's efforts to entice us to change our 
approach by forcing us to take positions with which we have no connection. 
By thie I mean that we are not « religious movement, we have no relation- 
ship with the higher Shiite Islamic council, and we are not a military 
wing of the Shiite faction. This is what our charter, which Imam al-Sadr 
set forth, has emphasized. it shows p'ainly that we are not a religious 
movement but a political one which believes in combatting tyranny and 
fighting against deprivation in Lebanese society in its entirety, proceed- 
ing from one truth, which is that the members of other factions are more 
deprived in areas that heave a Shiite majority. 


The Maronites in the Ba’ labakk-al-Harmal area are not happier in their lot 
than the Shiites. The same with the Orthodox in the southern area and the 
Sunnites in the ‘Akker area. 


We are characterized as a movement of the deprived and not as a Shiite 
movement. The attempt to make us a Shiite movement through the hireling 
media is a distortion of our principles and a conspiracy which is no less 
dangerous than the one to which we are all exposed. 


Therefore, in my opinion, one must choose Imam al-Sadr's son, of whose 
sincerity toward hie father's cause there is no dowbt. Also, he grew up 
in this movement in intellect and in action. 


I once again reiterate that we are calling for unity and coexistence with 
the rest of the people of the united nation. We in Lebanon are a group 

of minorities consisting of 17 factions and consequently one cannot achieve 
this unity and coexistence through religious sectarian movements. 


/Question/ In addition to the obscurity which still surrounds some of the 
real reasons, you pointed out that you were exposed to pressures to deviate 
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from the movement's line, Does thie mean that the new leadership which 
came after you has accepted what you rejected’ 


/Anewer/ There ise no new leadership of the Amal movement in the true 
sense of the word, especially when we realize that most of those who have 
been chosen for the leadership council were in the political bureau and 
the board of trustees before these elections. 


Thies cowmeil te ecill lLecking « practical formlation which would enable 
it to engage in ite activity. The principle in the movement's bylaws is 
the presence of a general commander, Imam al-Sadr, alongside whom there 

is a political bureau which assumes no executive responsibilities. A 
leadership council has been chosen with 21 members which in its totelity 
will take the place of the general commander during the period of his ab- 
sence, but no formla has been set out whereby responsibilities and powers 
in thie council are specified. This means that such « formulation must be 
created, and | continue to hold the opinion that the son of Imam al-Sadr 
should be elected deputy commander general during this exceptional period. 
in my Opinion, my brothers in the movement ere trying to create that sort 
of tormlation. 


Thus there is no new leadership in the Amal movement, as some people have 
specified; at least not until now. 


However, a8 to the obscurity which still surrounds the reasons for my de- 
clining to bear any new responsibility, I do not believe that such obscur- 
ity exists, since I have described these difficulties, which still exist. 


Up to now, attempts have been underway to distort the principles of the 
Amal movement, proof of which is what is being published by some media and 
broadcast by some redio stations to the effect that the Amal movement is 
a sectarian religious movement. These sedia have exploited some phenomena 
on which one cannot build any judgment, such as the one that “the majority 
of the people belonging to the Amal movement are from the Shiite Islamic 
faction” and “the majority of the people of the south, which is the issue, 
are people from the [elamic Shiite faction.” In reality, the south is an 
overall Lebanese responsibility and is also an overall Arab responsibility. 
This portrayal of the sectarianiem of the movement is only intended to re- 
linquish the cause of the south and consider that it concerns only the 
Shiice Islamic faction. Herein lies the danger to the south and Lebanon 
in general. 


I can assert chat the Amal movement's charter, which has been published, 
is in the possession of the public and was set ot by Imam al-Sadr, a 
great [Islamic man of religion, does not contein one word about Islam. It 
concentrates on the belief in God in its true meaning, which is service 
to man, no matter what religion he belongs to.

/Question/ Here you point out that there is no leadership in the movement 
at the present time, During the time in which you assumed the responsibil- 
ity of leadership, was the situation as it is now’ 


/Anewer/ That was and still will be an exceptional situation, as long as 
imam al-Sadr remains abeent, and it will remain exceptional until che (imam 
returns, because the prevailing conviction among us and most of our broth- 
ers in the movement and ite masses is that imam al-Sadr and his comrades 
Shaykh Muhammad Ya'qud and ‘Abbas Badr-al-Din are still alive. 


/Question/ Put oluntly, there are people who say that your relinquishment 
of the responsibility of leading the movement was the price for the esca- 
lating clashes between the Amal movement and the Palestinian resistance. 
If thie te true, these skirmishes still continued, and assumed another 
form. 


/Answer/ I took tue decision to relinquish the responsibility on 22 July 
1979; some events caused me to postpone announcing this decision, although 
many people in the movement knew of it. 





Likewise, I had decided to declare it definitively last li March but was 
taken by surprise by the clashes which occurred in al-Awza'i and Khuldah 
between Amal and some parties to the Palestinian resistance. That also 
made it obligatory for me to postpone the announcement until after these 
clashes had been checked and a limit had been put on them. When that be- 
came possible I announced my decision. 


Thus there is no relation between these clashes and my decision, although 
these clashes emphasize the need to settie this matter and pave the way 
for the movement to set forth constant bases to prevent the repetition of 
this sort of clash by clarifying relations with the Palestinian resistance 
and having it spell out its demands on Lebanon, which consist of help to 
the resistance, for the sake of the Palestinian cause, without bringing 
about the loses of the south, which has come to possess a cause no less im- 
portant than the Palestinian cause. 


/Question/ Whether it is the biesed media which are responsible, or oth- 
ers, all the evidence has started underlining one fact, which is that the 
Amal movement is a Shiite organization. Can its organizational and lead- 
ership situation remain as it is, which could produce a chaos which might 
implicate the Shiite faction in positions which are not in its interests 

or at least threaten the movement with disruption and cause further dis- 

ruption within the movement’ 


/Answer/ There is no room for any rift in the Amal movement. It is a 
homogeneous movement and its people ere loyal to their line and do not ac- 
commodate any act which is aimed at distorting this line, which Imam al- 
Sadr bead drawn up and which arises from our Lebanese situation and no

other=-on Cop of our intense concern for our Arab heartland, which is giv- 
ing us real support in confronting the conspiracy to which we are exposed. 


The danger lies in the fact that lerael is aiming at stirring up religious 
chauviniem in preparation for establishing racist factional nations, simi- 
lar to it, which will justify ite existence, which has been rejected re- 
gionaily and internationally. It is @ great danger to the Shiite sect and 
all Lebanese factions to be drawn in by the Lleraeli goal which some people 
are carrying out, whether through good will or bad, by provoking these 
chauvintetic attitudes, which may find eager ears among middlemen and hire- 
linge. We quet be loyal to our nation, Lebanon, and to our Arab environ- 
ment, hasten to repel thie danger and repudiate talk about factionalisna 
and sectarianiem, whatever its source may be, as it is aimed only at serv- 
ing Zioniem and Israel. 


This absolutely does not mean neglecting the rights of the Shiite faction 
which, in the heart of ite beliefs, aims at eliminating oppression and com- 
bating deprivation in the society in its totelity and not just in the 
Shiite faction. Therefore, there has been a constent demand, on the part 
of imam al-Sadr and on our part, to eliminate discrimination among the 
main Lebanese factions by having all factions represent che others in 
preparation for the total elimination of political faectionalism in Lebanon. 


| would like to point out « fact which only the deep-rooted Lebanese may 
know, which is that we in Lebanon do not belong to numerous ethnic groups- - 
rather, we all belong to one ethnic group and disagree only over what to 
call it. Among us there are those who call it Lebanese nationalism, there 
are those who call it Syrian nationalism, and there ere those who call it 
Arab nationalism. Certainly, though, it is one nationalism, because »11 
Lebanese families are divided among Christians and Moslems. For exasple. 
how can we say to the son of Shihab the Christian that he is from a differ- 
ent ethnic group than that to which his first cousin Shihab the Moslem be - 
longs’ This example applies to most Lebanese families. Therefore there 
are no racial disputes among us; we belong to a single ethnic group, which 
is the Arab one. We must ultimately accept that we ere « part of this 
Arab environment. We can enjoy the powers of this environment and we must 
commit ourselves to its seminal causes. We criticise some of our brethren 
in the Maronite faction whose role changed from a vanguard one eimed at 
Arab unity and the elimination of differences among the members of the 
united nation in the context of the Ottoman rule to a reactionary role 
aimed at establishing their regional status after they had come to possess 
privileges vie the French Mandate. 


We, as Shiites, cannot commit this mistake. We ¢o not demand privileges, 
in spite of our large numbers--rather, we demand chat privileges be elin- 
inated and that equality be realized, because giving privileges to any 
group or any faction on the pretext of eliminating feelings of fear in the 
united nation must lead to the creation of « feeling of fear among the

factions which are deprived of privileges, and we will have no ecope for 
creating real unity for Lebanon except by imposing equality among all 


/Question/ Since dangers began co threaten southern Lebanon with ruin 

and to put it in the hands of the devil, Lebanun has become a cause. Con- 
side: ing that the population concentration in the south is Shiite, thie 
meane that the danger will extend more to thie faction than others. Does 
Shiite military activity, through Anel, mean Chat the Shiites are soving 
a6 people with @ cause, a8 some say, Or thal Chey are moving a8 people 
with a tole, as others claim, during thie new stage in the Lebanese crisis? 


/Anewer/ I will venture to say that the Shiites in this context are not a 
religion but, like others in the south, represent the Lebanese cause as 
represented by the southern cause. It is essential to the defense of their 
cause that they compel others, Lebanese and Arabs, to embrace this cause, 
on grounds chat it is a Lebanese and Arab cause, not a Shilte one--other- 
wise, we will have fallen into the trap Lerael has been setting for us. 
Here we must show that Lerael has managed to isolate the Palestinian 
people and occupy their territory by portraying the Palestinian cause as 

@ Palestinian one while it is in reality an Iislamic-Christian Arab one. 


We cannot fall into the same trap by portraying the cause of the south as 
a Shiite cause--thue Israel will isolate us and eliminate us, as it iso- 

lated the Palestinian people. On this basis, we reject all statements to 
the effect that the cause of the south is a Shiite cause--we even refuse 

to consider it just a Lebanese cause. 


Some Lebanese and some Arabs are abandoning the cause of the south, but 
that is just domestic and national treason. History will have no mercy on 
them. I will point out that the Amal mouvement sprung up after the Leban- 
ese government had abandoned the cause of the south, and the greatest proof 
is the name of the Amal movement, which is an abbreviation of its real 
name, “Detachments of the Lebanese Resistance,” not “detachments of the 
Shiite resistance.” 


/Question/ If this is the real situation, what is the justification for 
these clashes with groups with which Amal until just a short time ago had 
been standing in one trench’? Aren't some people's claims that the clashes 
which recently occurred are a reflection of what is going on on the Iraqi- 
Iranian border correct’ 


/Answer/ Certainly we are not an extension of the Iranian Islamic revolu- 
tion. We look at this great revolution from two angles: 


First, throughout history we have followed the course of offering every 
power, every resource and every sacrifice on behalf of our national and 
domestic causes. Nonetheless, doubts about our nationality and domestic 
spirit have been directed toward us by deceiving, conspiring media on 

grounds of our connection with the Iranian regime, headed by the Shah of

Iran, who dealt with lerael, boletered it and was hostile to our domestic 
and national causes. There was a notion that this treasonous Shah was the 
king of the Shiite majority of the region. As soon as this Shah was elin 
inated by this revolution, these doubts collapsed not to return again, and 
the [eanian revolution has satisfied uve in this. 


Second, lerac| managed to have the Islamic countries, headed by Iran, 
neuteal im our struggle against it, indeed turned these Islamic countries 
into countries which supported it. The Lranian revolution turned these 
criteria on their head and Iran is considered a country in confrontation 
with lerael. Thies has been reflected in the situation in all the remaining 
Islamic countries, and once again in this the Iranian revolution has sat- 
istied us. 


Therefore to state that we ace on the side of the Iranian revolution be- 
cause Iran has a majority of Shiite Moslems, is a rejected, vain statement. 
Iran did not change ite religion when the Shah ruled it end when we were 
against it, whereas many non-Shiites were in favor of it in the context of 
the Shah's cule. Consequently we have no connection with the [ranian- 
Iraqi struggle. 


We must not forget that the clashes which are occurring are the product of 
a conspiracy against us and the Palestinian cause both. In this context 
we will not conceal che fears and phobias which afflict southerners in 
particular and the Lebanese in general regarding the plans of the Camp 
David conspiracy, which is aimed at settling the Palestinians in southern 
Lebanon. Conversely, the Palestinian resistence, through ite conduct in 
practice, must reject the settlement and eliminate these feais and phobias 
by clearly stating what ite demands of Lebanon end the Lebanese are, so 
chat Lebanese and Palestinian efforts will be set in their natural place 
in confronting Israel's schemes. The conduct at present, although emanat- 
ing from some elements within the ranks of the resistence, is making these 
phobias and fears real in some people's minds. 


The resistance must abandon its doubts, since the southerners have proved 
throughout history that of any Lebanese or Arab groups they are the most 
sincere, loyal and concerned for the Palestinian cause. Here I remember 
the statement of a senior Arab official: “The southerners are almost the 
only Arabs in the Arab world.”

NATIONAL MOVEMENT ISSUES POLITICAL, ORGANIZATIONAL STATEMENTS

/article: "The National Movement Announces Organizational Resolutions on 
Ite Structure”/ 


/Text/ The Central Political Council of the National Movement has de- 
cleared its new orgenizational format with the unanimous election of the 
chief of the Progressive Socialist Party, Walid Jumblatt, as president of 
the political council and the acceptance of the Arab Socialist Ba'th Party 
organization as a member of the political council, electing its regional 
secretary, ‘Asim Qansuwah, as vice president and increasing the number of 
members of the executive committee to 13 by electing Qansuwah and ‘Abd-al- 
Rahim Murad, secretary general of the Areb Socialist Federation, members 
of the executive committee. 


With the election of Qanesuwah as vice president, there are six vice presi- 
dents: George Hawi, [brahim Qulaylat, In'am Ra‘'d, Tawfiq Sultan, and 
‘Abd-al-Majid al-Rafi'i, in addition to Qansuwah, while the secretary gen- 
eral of the Communist Action organization, Muhsin Ibrahim, retains the 
position of executive sucretary general of the Central Political Council. 


The declaration of the organizational, popular and mobilization format, 
which is faced by the new /sic/, comes after bilateral, trilateral and 
quadrilateral contacts between the parties of the Political Council on 
the one hand and ‘Asim Qansuwah on the other. Most of these contacts were 
shrouded in total secrecy. In addition there were consultations between 
the National Movement and Damascus, the latest of which was the visit made 
yesterday by Muhsin [brahim to the Syrian capital where he met with deputy 
prime minister and foreign minister ‘Abd-al Halim Khaddam and the chief of 
the general staff Gen Hikmat al-Shihabi, who emphasized Syria's blessings 
and support for this step, considering it an important model in the context 
of the unification of national action in Lebanon. 


The Organizational Decrees 


Herewith follows the text of che statement issued by the Political Council 
on the organizational decrees: 
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"The Central Political Council of the national and progressive parties 
and forces in Lebanon paused before the national political missions of 
che National Movement in the current circumstances, the planning it must 
make to achieve a general national resurgence on the basis of intensified 
commitment to the political path of the National Movement as it has ex- 
pressed and practiced it in the various forms of confrontation of the 
secessionist plan supported by Israel, consolidation of ite independence 
in decree and practice, respect for the principle of comradely democratic 
interaction prevailing among ite parties, reaffirmation of ite alliance 
relationships on the Lebanese, Arab and international levels, development 
of ite organizational format in the form of a front in a manner which will 
guarantee support for the platform and organizations of joint action, and 
the imposition of combative unity over all forms of factional conduct. 


“In order to achieve these goale and in order to set the National Movement 
on the road to performing che urgent national taske which the current cir- 
cumstance requires, the Central Political Co.ncil resolved to adopt the 
following organizational measures as an introtuction to remedying the con- 
ditions of the National Movement radically in the politica, and organiza- 
tional senses: 


"Firet, election of a president to the Central Political Council of the 
national and progressive parties and forces; there will be a new election 
for this every 3 years. 


"Second, admission of the Arab Socialist Ba'th Party organization as a 
member of the Central Political Council of the national and progressive 
parties and forces in Lebanon. 


"Third, increasing the number of members of the executive committee of the 
Central Political Council to 13 and electing two new members to the vacant 
positions in it. 


“Pourth, proceeding from these orgenizetional weasures toward a rapid, 
more comprehensive treatment of the political and organizational condi- 
tions of the National Movement by deepening and perfecting its political 
line, by setting ut a combative line which will guarantee that it is hon- 
estiy translated, by concentrating its organizational format, in the form 
of a front, on the basis of measures which will guarantee an accurate dis- 
tribution of responsibilities and effective participation in joint activi- 
ties, by developing of the united organizations, bodies and agencies, and 
by implanting the unanimous platform in coping with various political and 
organizational matters. 


"In implementation of this resolution, the Central Political Council has 
elected Comrade Walid Jumblatt to be its president and has elected Comrade 
‘Asim Qansuwah to be a member of the executive committee: he is to be 
named a vice president. In addition it has elected our brother ‘Abd-al- 
Rahim Mured member of the executive committee." 
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This is as regards the announcement of che new organizational condition of 
the Political Council. As for the position regarding the issue of forma- 
tion of a new government, the Political Council specified this in the 
statement whose cext follows: 


"The Central Political Council of the national and progressive parties and 
forces in Lebanon, at its periodic weekly meeting on Wednesday 11 June 1980, 
discussed the results of the consultations on reconciliation, the resigna- 
tion of the current cabinet, and the subject of formation of a new cabinet, 
and, in this regard, adopted the following position: 


"Firet, The agreement by any party to the principles of reconciliation will 
only acquire ite real meaning through the adoption of practical steps which 
are in continuity with these principles in letter and spirit as regards 
acting to regain Lebanon's political and administrative unity and commit- 
ment to the requirements of the Arabhood of Lebanon. Foremost among them 
is condemnation of Jealings with Israel and the imposition of final and de- 
cisive limits to them, and a unified nationa. upsurge in the face of the 
Zionist danger for the sake of commitment to the agreements concluded be- 
tween the Lebanese government and the Palestine Liberation Organization 
and adherence to other principles of reconciliation as a homogeneous whole 
which may not be fragmented. 


"Second, the National Movement commends the prominent national role Premier 
Dr Salim al-Huss assumed during the period in which he took charge of the 
responsibility of the cabinet, that had a most extensive effect in bringing 
the country to a climate of national reconciliation and an integrated 
political solution to the Lebanese crisis and in opening the file on the 
reconstruction of the army on balanced national bases in accordance with 

a serious platform which truly aspires t~ establish a national army able 

to perform its task in defending Lebanon's borders in the face of the Zion- 
ist danger and protection of its unity, sovereignty and independence. It 
considers that these achievements are national gains which cannot be ig- 
nored and whose level one cannot fall si <t of. 


"Third, the National Movement considers that che formation of a new cabinet 
assuming the task of implementing the principles of national reconcilia- 
tion must, in order to achieve the actual national interest, set forth 
from the following bases: 


"1. The new cabinet must include parties which are actually in agreement 
with the announced principles of national reconciliation and are fully 
prepared to commit themselves to the obligations of implementing them. 


"2. The main movements which are capable of bearing the responsibility of 
implementing the principles of national reconciliation and seriously par- 
ticipating in converting them into applied plans must be represented in 
the cabinet. 
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"3, The composition of the new cabinet must reflect the national balance 
in ite true form and the political and social reality of the country and 


the variables marking the development of the Lebanese situation must be 
precisely embodied in it.”

/Article: "Establishment of the 'Workers' Liberation Movement’ Whose 
Goals Are Social ad Political Justice"/ 


/Text/ Yesterday ‘Afif al-Juni, member of the council of delegates in 
the General Federation of Labor and the former Labor delegate delegate of 
the Socialist Progressive Party, announced the establishment of a Labor 
movement by the name of the “Labor Liberation Movement in Lebanon" whose 
goal is “to bring out perceptive, aware labor elements and prompt them to 
build an advanced progressive society dominated by confidence and social 
and political justice.” 


This occurred in a statement al-Juni broadcast yesterday in the name of 
the Founding Committee of the movement, which refused to disclose its mem- 
bers, contenting itself with stressing that they were sincere union 
members. 


al-Juni stated that the work of establishing the movement started about 1 
year and 2 months ago. He stressed that the time had come to bring it in- 
to the open, now that it has begun to constitute a mass labor force. 


The statement included the draft of the movement's program in various 
political, labor, social, health, educational, industrial, agricultural 
and communications fields and also on the Arab and international levels. 


Herewith are the most important contents of the statement: 


The unity of Lebanon in terms of territory, people and institutions is one 
of the firm realities over which there can be no haggling or neglect. 


Elimination of the system of political factionalism, giving socially, sci- 
entifically, professionally and politically competent people the scope to 
take over the country's assets and create a society of justice and welfare. 
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Respect for freedom of religious and sectarian beliefs, since these purify 
the spirit and sharpen the personality of the individual and the society 
(on grounds chat religion belongs to God and the country belongs to all). 





Approval of the draft law on parliamentary electiors which will put an end 
to the parliament of families and factions, will pave the way for the 
conscious coming generation, and authorize the distribution of seats on 
the basis of the vocacional breakdown of the members of the people, accord 
ine to their re'ative representation. 


In the realm of inflation: 


Spreading about consumer cooperatives, supporting them, lending them money, 
giving them the right to import directly, and exempting what they import 
from duties and customs so that they may constitute an effective element 
striking out at monopolists. 


Expanding the powers of the Grain Bureau so that it may cover the differ- 
entials in prices of all basic foodstuffs. 


Establishing an exceptional court criminally to try price speculators. 


Setting out a moving scale of wages to cope with vicissitudes in labor 
prices. 


Expanding the aeency of the Consumer Protection Department and strengthen- 
ing its powers so that it may be effective. 


In the sphere of housing: 


Approving a new rental law which will rely on the principle of appraisal 
by means of courts after it is issued. This will include the noninfringe 
ment of rentals concluded between 1960 and 1970 and a reduction in rentals 
concluded between 1970 and 1975 by 25 percent and between 1975 and the is- 
suance of the law by 50 percent. 


Promulgation of a housing policy of government loans to people with limited 
and modest incomes and employees to purchase or build dwellings. 


Lending reserve insurance funds to those who are insured to buy or construct 
housing. 


Compelling large organizations and independent departments to give credit 
to their workers and employees to the same end. 


Establishing housing complexes in industrial areas to house factory 
workers. 


Encouraging people with capital to build modest housing by exempting them 
from al) levies and taxes for a period of 10 ears. 
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ACTIVITY OF DEVELOPMENT, RECONSTRUCTION COUNCIL REVIEWED 
Paria AL=-MUSTAQBAL in Arabic 17 May 80 pp 54-56 


[Interview with Muhammad Atallah, Chairman of Counci! for Development 
and Reconet ruction] 


[Text] The Council for Development and Reconst ruction=- 
Where are we after 3 yeare? 


Ie it true that the council is not performing well? Is 
it true that it is not carrying out ite functions? Is 
the State preventing the council from working as it 
should be? Are general conditions used as an excuse? 

Ie the Council working, but does not use enough propa- 
ganda to publicize its accomplishments? Is it true that 
the stace has changed its view of the council which used 
to be described as the mind, eye and arm of the state? 


The chairman of the council responds ‘to chese and many 
other questions in this exclusive interview with AL- 


MUSTAQBAL Al IQTISADI. 


[Question] Can we begin by drawing a general picture of what has been 
accomplished since you assumed responsibility as chairman of the coun- 
cil in the epring of 19777 


[Anewer|] Since the council was formed, and | was appointed chairman, in 
the sprirg of 1977, Lebanon has had only a few months of clear skies dur- 
ing which there was hope of natural progress toward a better life. These 
months were at the beginning of the period, and were characterized by 
obstinate belief that, inspite of all difficulties, the country had over- 
come its ordesl and started _ts march toward reunification and reconstruc- 


tion. 


The council started out as if it represented the will of Lebanon to hang 
on to life and restore full normal conditions al] over Lebanon. 


In the spring of 1978, while international organizations, nations and 
benevolent men were appealing for help to relieve the victims of the 
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laraeli aggression and the internal problems caused by that aggression, 
the council wae putting the last touches on the reconstruction plan. The 
plan summed up Lebanon's needs for extraordinary efforts in all fields in 
order to resume ite normal life, as follows: 


|. Housing: The housing problem in Lebanon should be dealt with th 
the Housing Bank with regard to those with annual incomes under 30 to 4 
thousand pounds, by strengthening ite staff and technical ability, and 
granting it needed loans. 


The housing problem for people with annual incomes under 15 thousand 
pounde should be dealt with in a decisive manner by enabling them to own 
no lees than 50,000 homes and apartments during the reconstruction period. 


’, Drinking water: The equipment for providing drinking water proved 
to be inadequate not only outeide Beirut but also within the capital 
iteelf. 


J Sehoole: The war worsened the conditions of schools and deprived 
them even of “unsuitable buildings” in all areas of the country. 


4. General hospitals: These barely satisfy a small part of the citizens’ 
needs, and have been subjected to damage and destruction. 


5. Roads: Roads, which are the only means of transportation in Lebanon, 
need to be reconditioned, and will require | billion pounds over the 
next tew years. 


6. Public facilities: The war exposed the inadequacy of the facilities 
for general health, drainage and waste removal in all parts of Lebanon. 
These require programmed action in the capital and all other areas. 


). Electricity: Electricity has become, like water, a commodity which 
affects the life of every Lebanese. Its insufficiency became apparent 
during the disturbances. It will require heavy financing which will be 
a burden on the citizens and the national treasury. 


8. Harbors 6 airports: Just as in the past, the harbors and the airports 
should be a source of earnings now and in the future. They need to be 
repaired, expanded, and modernized. Telecommunications are not up to the 
standards of other countries. They adversely affect the traditional func- 
tions of Beirut in particular and Lebanon in general. 


9. Production sectors: Activities of the production sectors have been 
critically hurt in all fields of agriculture, industry, and tourisn. 


These activities which demonstrated individual creativity were hurt and 
suffered heavy \osses during the disturbances. The major loss has been 
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Lebanon's reputation as a pioneer in ventures and the utiligation of man- 
power and money. This ie natural as a result of the extensive devasta- 
tion °f the last gix years, The reconstruction program is particularly 
concerned with providing easy credits for individual initiatives in the 
sectors of agriculture, industry, and tourtem. Credite will equal one 
half of what the individual invests in new productive ventures during 

the initial phases of the reconstruction period. This commitment would 
require the state to put up an estimated 5 billion pounds at current 
prices during this interval. 


When renewed destruction took place in the country, people began to view 
this basic plan ae 4 dream and the council for development and reconstruc- 
tion a8 4 dreamer. 


However, the Arab commitment to support the reconstruction became within 
reach following the ninth Arab Summit in Baghdad. Thereupon, the Council 
for Development 4& Reconstruction called upon the Lebanese government to 
presse the view at the Arab Finance Ministers Confere*ce (which was to 
decide on the amount of aid to Lebanon) that recor :truction should not 
wait until the last shot is fired, but that the Arab commitment should 

be presently translated into figures and credits. 


However, when the Arab Finance Ministers Conference lost its way in the 
labyrinth of Arab League difficulties, and hope for quick effective fin- 
ancial help through the Arab nations was lost, the council adopted the 
slogan of: “Whatever can be achieved by means of limited Lebanese 
resources under the present peaceful conditic .« must be carried out.” 


[Question] What was the fate of the new slogan on the implementation 
level? Did you carry it out? What has been carried out? 


[Answer] Under this policy we have carried out the following: 


1. Beirut harbor: This is the only reconstruction project for which 
almost complete financing was secured. The council undertook direct 
implementation of the project. The council decided to continue the 
project inspite of the bombing and the fighting, and inspite of all 
damage to the new installations, which required reconstruction. While 
financing sources of the World Bank in Washington, the Arab Fund in 
Kuwait, and the Development Fund in Abu Dhabi were listening to news 

of destruction, work on the Beirut harbor was going on. The surprise of 
financing sources was unlimited when they started to send their represen- 
tatives to Lebanon toward the end of 1979. They wanted to hear delegates 
of the co. .1cil tell the story of Beirut harbor where work did not stop 
inspite of danger and destruction. 


When peace is restored in Lebanon, no time will be wasted before the 
harbor opens its docks to the ships of the world. There will be three 
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ocke which were reconatructured and equiped with modern equipment. The 
fourth dock ie considered to be one of the most modern docks in the area. 
Every one who participated in the continuation of this work must be proud 
of it. 


2. Lebanon's electricity project: 


a. The project of connecting the Lebanese network with the Syrian net- 
work continued, 


b. The project of doubling the capacity of (al-Jiyyeh) plant will be 
completed on time in spite of the difficult problems of execution and 
financing. 


‘4, Reconditioning the roads network project: The council of ministers 
approved the recommendation of the council of development and reconstruc- 
tion to carry out the first stage, using loans and commercial credits 
obtained on the market at a high rate of interest, until Arab support 
funde arrive. Work has been going on in cooperation with competent ele- 
ments of the roads department of the ministry of public works to prepare 
for the renovation of 69 km of main roads along the coast and near the 
Syrian borders before the end ot 1980. The roads department is being 
reorganized, staffed with qualified personnel, and provided with equip- 
ment in order to maintain the roads on a regular basis in the future. 


The reconditioning operation is expected to continue so as to cover 
200 km, and ultimately, all 3500 km of the Lebanese roads. 


4. Environmental purification project: This project covers a national 
study of management of waste and polluted water, including sewers and 
waste incinerators. This project has made no progress cince the Sixties. 
Following the approval of the council of rinisters, the development 
council has prepared the appropriate machinery so that the project can 
be implemented within the next 3 years. In the meantime, it is hoped 
that certain urgent sewer and incinerator projects will reach the stage 
of impelmentation before completion of the comprehensive study. 


5. Drinking water project: This is a multiple project, the most impor- 
tant of which is the Beirut project. Preparations have been made to 
award a contract to study the capacity of the Yusri Dam project to retain 
rainwater to secure a permanent source of supply for Beirut's increasing 
needs. 


[Question] You mentioned once that completion of some of the basic sys- 
tems of the council during its first 7 months especially the internal 
system and the personnel system, is a practical indication of the council's 
closeness to the regime. Don't you believe that the delay in completing 
the financial system confirms the claim of certain circles that your ex- 
ecutive ability is impaired by changes in the attitude of the regime to- 
wards the council and its role? 
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|\Anewer| This is the core of all questions regarding the development 
council in Lebanon. To anawer it, a distinetion must be drawn between 
intentions and facts. 


|, When the legal authority was revived at the beginning of 1977, the 
intentions of the authorities were to raise Lebanon from under the rubble 
on the general political level, decisively reconcile all Lebanese factions, 
reestablish the legitimate institutions of a unified Lebanon, and rebuild 
Lebanon's human, economic and social resources. If the intentions of the 
authorities are still the same, their attitude toward the development 
council and its mission must be unchanged. In other words, this council 

is expected to be the mind, eye, and arm of the legitimate authority, as 
the officials previously stated. 


I do not believe that there has been any change in this position with 
regard to the council in any way or form since it started its work. The 
true clear talk of che legitimate authority as of the beginning of 1977 
could be summed up in the need to reconstruct Lebanor. This means rebuild- 
ing manpower resources and vital facilities to start again on the road to 
prosperity and development; avoiding the mistakes of the past; and reform- 
ing economic and social life, and the state's role in these two fields 

as a means of fulfilling Lebanese aspirations and joining the forward 

march of advanced nations and modern societies. 


The authorities searched for an effective method to achieve these great 
goals and transform the losses of two years of war into positive results 
through reconstruction. Drawing on the Lebanese experience of the last 
two decades, the regime established the council for development and recon- 
struction to be the main vehicle to achieve the important national goals, 
The legitimate authority is like a major contractor who goes through diffi- 
cult times, then finds that business is booming again to a degree that 
overwhelms him. Being wise, he prepares himself on a wide scale, and 
establishes a council for development 4 reconstruction in a way which sug- 
gests to the public that he has seriously decided to enter the second half 
of the 20th century. 


But the anticipated boom did not materialize and the legitimate authority 
in Lebanon was not given the opportunity to reconstruct Lebanon. Instead, 
it witnesses the return destruction, fragmentation, and waste. At a time 
when all powers should have been given to the legitimate authority, it 
was given nominal powers only, while real authority was diffused in every 
direction. Thus, the major contractor did not get the anticipated busi- 
ness, although he prepared for it. 


This is the turth of the situation in two respects: good, wise and true 
intentions, and tragic reality. To describe this reality it suffices to 
repeat that the destruction and disintegration that took place after 1977 
was more than that which happened before. 
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2, On the factual level, we should turn from generalities to specifics 
and recall all.what we have accomplished. As we mentioned before, we 

seek the support of the council of ministers to carry out all our projects. 
Cooperation manifested itself recently in the form of the preparation of 

4 ilet of reconstruction projects which can be started or completed dur- 
ing the next twelve months, if the first inetallment of the Arab support 
funde, which amounte to $400 million, is made available. It was decided 
at the Tunisia summit to pay thie first inetallment thie year. 


Our slogan has been that whatever can be implemented must be carried out 
under the present conditions, as long as financing is available. There 

are certain regions, especially the south, where it would be difficult to 
start projects immediately. It is hoped that the situation will change. 


During the support period, the Tunisia summit's directive to spend half 
of the funds, or $1 billion, on development projects in southern Lebanan 
will be respected. The other billion will be spent on the rest of Leba- 
non. 


[Question] All of this may not be an adequate anewer to the question: 
Has there been an actual change in the attitude of the regime toward the 
council? 


[Anewer! Actually, a change did take place. This is the change we have 
already defined. It is not a change in the regime's position, but in 
the situation in the country. We should ask ourselves the following 
question: “The optimism prevailing in 1977 induced the regime to estab- 
lish the development council. Is the reality of the [deterioration] of 
the situation in the country since then the reason for hesitation after 
a bold decision?” If this is the case, then with every new ray of hope, 
the authority will regain its desire to provide the council with all the 
means it needs to do its job. 


[Question] There are severa! instances where the state did not apply 
what it said about the council for development and reconstruction being 
the mind, eye and arm of the state. Examples can be cited with regard to 
the framework for Lebanese industrial developments, the housing project, 
the beirut water project, etc. 


[Anewer] I would Like to clarify something basic. The council's author- 
itative position should not depend on the law that established it, but 
also on @veloping its abi.ity to lay down plans to direct the government 
york in the long run, and on using science and creativity in giving ad- 
vice on economic, financial, and social legislation. These basic pern- 
anent functions of the council are greater than its immediate function of 
designing and executing reconstruction projects. This is how we seriously 
and realistically understand our role as the brain [of the government]. 
The council will develop itself through constant effort, continuous work, 
and the talent it can enlist to play its role in this domain. 














The position of the development council with regard to the iasuesa you 
mentioned was made crystal clear, and it influenced the decisions of 
the council of ministers as follows: 


|. The framework for promoting Lebanese industry was based on the con- 
cept that the nations’ policy in this field snould not be finalized 
before desired and teasible development objectives became clear. There- 
fore, we avoided plunging into a policy which would ignore the country's 
distinctive advantages with industrial field, and which would waste its 
productive ability on commodities in which the country does not excel and 
which provide a poor return. 


The position of the council would have been stronger on this issue, if 
it had laid down the foundations of long-range policy in this field. 
Still, the council was able to avoid adoption of a policy which would be 
difficult to change, and to restrict the granting of subsidies to special 
situations, 


A distinction should be mace between a study submitted by the council, 
which outlines a!l possible alternatives, and a decision of the council of 
ministers. The study has to be strictly scientific, but it is not possi- 
ble for the decisions of the council of ministers to ignore the balance 
of power. When every department does its job right, the stage is set 

for reaching the best decision. 


2. With regard to the housing project, the development council is concern- 
ed with the housing issue and its relatively high cost in the reconstruc- 
tion program. The council is concerned sith providing 50,000 housing units 
to those whose annual income is less than 15,000 pounds over the next few 
years. It is concerned with working out the details of this project, 

and supporting the Housing Bank which handles the housing problem of those 
whose income exceeds 15,000 pounds and who suffered great hardships in 

the last few years. 


The council did its job in the past by drawing attention to the priority 
of the housing problem. And it has done its job now by drawing attention 
to the dangers of the financing methods, as approved. 


3. With regard to Beirut's water project, I do not believe that there is 
much difference between the position of the development council and that 

of the council of ministers. The council of ministers in a better posi- 

tion to judge the political and psychological conditions which should pr- 

vail before approving implementation of the project and its financing, 

as suggested by the council for development and reconstruction. 


Briefly, the council for development and reconstruction, is an instrument 
of the council of ministers, just as the mind, eye and arm are instruments 
of the body. 
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(Question! Some circles believe that the way the regime dealt with the 
council in several domains reflects not only a change in the authorities’ 
view of the council, but aleo revealed the regime's familiar game of 
using men a8 scapegoats. How do you view this remark? 


(Answer! Our concern is to keep in real touch with the hopes and expec- 
tations of the people and with the requirements of the council of minis- 
ters. This relationship is dictated by reason and by the logic of na- 
tional goals. Any imbalance in this relationship would represent a depar- 
ture from the use of reason, or a disregard of logical and natural 
methods. Any disruption of this relationship is greatly wasteful. As to 
sacriticing an individual to avoid disruption of this relationship, it 

is part of the price which has to be paid for development and reconstruc- 
tion, 


[Question] What picture do International and Arab Organizations have of 
Lebanon's development and reconstruction? 


|Answer! Since the establishment of the council for development and 
reconstruction became known to international and bilateral organizations, 
it has become easy to establish good relations with all of those organi- 
zations. Working our relations with the United Nations Development Pro- 
aram, the World Bank, the U.S. Agency for International Development, the 
European Common Market, and the Arab Funds was among the first activities 
of the council for development and reconstruction. 


The council maintains relations with all these organizations and seeks 
their maximum and most advantageous support. A drastic change in our 
relations with these organizations took place after the United Nations 
appointed a coordinator for the work of the various UN organizations in 
Lebanon. 


This change is directed at steering the activity of these organizations 
from marginal work to full participation in the development and recon- 
struction effort. It is hoped that the quality and quantity of their 
participation will develop to the level of full-fledged partnership, 

as the reports of UN Secretary General Kurt Waldhiem and UN Coordinator 
Iqbal (Akhund) to the current session of the UN Economic 6 Social Council 
indicate. 


The council for development and reconstruction has good relations with 
all authorities especially the Development Funds, which are expected 
to undertake in behalf of their governments the monitoring of projects 
to be financed with contractual relationship with some of these funds, 
as a result of loans obtained from them. 


[Question] It is estimated that the Lebanese crisis will continue for a 
long time. What do you perceive as your expected achievements in the 
forseeable future while the crisis continues? 
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[Answer] As long as the slogan is to implement what can be inplemented, 
resources will be marshalled to do as much work as possible under stable 


conditions. 
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FLSCAL REARRANGEMENTS MADE WITH CENTRAL BANK 
Beirut AL-NAHAR in Arabic 12 Jun 80 p 7 


/Article: "The Society of Banks and Bconomic Bodies Has Agreed to Instal- 
ment Payment of Loans and Retention of the Protocol with Bank of Lebanon"/ 


/Text/ 


The Society of the Banks of Lebanon has reached an agreement with other 
economic bodies concerning the subject of the paying of instalments on 
debts. This is related to the basic points concerning the definition of 
persons who suffered losses, the interest rete, and retroactive effect. 
However, they have connected this agreement to the protocol which is to 
be signed with the Bank of Lebanon on the rediscounting of bonds. 


The board of directors of the society held a meeting yesterday chaired by 
Dr As'ad Sawaya in which it discussed the points conteined in the agree- 
ment with the Society of Industrialists and the Society of Merchants. 


Sawaya said, “We discussed the subject of the instalments on the debts and 
presented to the board of directors the points on which we reached agree- 
ment with the industrialists, merchants and Bank of Lebanon. These con- 

cern the definition of people who have suffered losses, the interest rate, 
the repayment period and facilities for borrowers. We stated to the board 
of directors chat our agreement to these three points would depend on our 
reaching a protocol with the Bank of Lebanon on the rediscount rate for 

bonds and that this issue would be the focus of discussion in the meeting 
with the Bank of Lebanon staff which will be hed next Friday" (tomorrow). 


He was asked about the dispute over the retroactivity of interest and re- 
plied, "We have transcended this problem and have euthorized a short-term 
retroactive effect." 


He said, “Through the abbreviated parliamentary committee assigned to 
study the issue we will present the points we have agreed on with industri- 
alists and merchants in the form of a memorandum which will be submitted 
tomorrow, Thursday” (today). 
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The Agreement 


It has been learned that the agreement contains the iol lowing: 


Ae tar as determining persons who have suffered losses goes, all natural 
or legal debtors will benefit from the Law on the Instalment Payment of 
Debts in accordance with the following conditions; 


A. Their debt must be commercial and predate the date on which the loss 
occurred, 


B. They must have been afflicted with blatant loss in their activities as 
a result of the events which occurred in Lebanon starting 26 February 1975. 


C. They and their guarantors must through their loss have entered into a 
state where it is no longer possible for them to fulfil their commitments 
without liquidating their assets. 


D. They must not be able to perform except through a postponement of the 
payment of their debts and a reduction of the interest on them. 


The settlement made in this field is based on the industrialists’ and mer- 
chants’ acceptance that the benefits will be restricted to commercial in- 
debtedness within certain conditions, the banks' acceptance that February 
1975 rather than February 1976 should be recognized as the start of the 
events, and the granting of flexibility to the committee overseeing dis- 
putes likely to arise in appraising the type of loss which is "blatant." 


As cegards the subject of interest: a settlement of the issue of the retro- 
active effect of interest by calculating it at 9 percent from | April 1978 
(the date of the termination of the former decree on debts) to 1 January 
1980, after which the interest will be calculated on a basis of 5 percent. 


Retaining the 7-year period, with the possibility of raising it to 10 years, 
for industrialists and cases of large debts, in exchange for the non- 
application of the retroactivity of interest. 


As regards formation of the committee which will be charged with looking 
into disputes: it has been agreed that this will comprise three judges, 
a representative of the banks, and a representative of the merchants or 
the industrialists according to the nature of the case, to be selected by 
the committee chairman from an authorized list in his possession. 


The Protocol 
In view of the fact that this agreement is linked to a protocol between 


the Bank of Lebanon and the banks on the rediscounting of bonds, a meeting 
to discuss this matter will be held tomorrow in the office of the legal 
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counsellor of the Society of Banks, the lawyer Khalil Abu Hamad, to be at- 
tended by representatives of both parties. 


The protocol will specify the rate of rediscount interest, its period, and 
the volume of total debt permitted. 


It has been learned that the intention is to have the banks subscribe to 
treasury bonds in amounts equivalent to the amounts which will be generated 
within them by rediscounting, lest these sums be pumped into the market, 
increasing liquidity and inflation and affecting the value of the pound. 


The abbreviated parliamentary committee postponed its meeting, which had 
been scheduled for yesterday, deferring to the desire of the committees 
which requested the postponement until an agreement was reached among them 
which would be sanctioned by the Bank of Lebanon. 


It is expected that the committee will be convened at the beginning of the 
week, after the deputies receive the formulation of the draft agreement 
today. 


The chairman of the Society of Lebanese Industrialists, Dr Fu'ad Abu Salih, 
declared "The Central Bank must bear the responsibility not of compensating 
people who suffered losses but of scheduling instalments for their debts. 
This will cost the Central Bank nothing as long as the money is available 
and it will not affect inflation."

7 APRIL ORGANIZATLON THREATENS NEW OPERATIONS AGAINST QADHDHAFI 
London SAWT LIBYA in Arabic Apr 80 p 17 


[Article: "7 April Organization claims responsibility for exploding 
oil wells") 


[Text] A secret organization which calls itself "The 7 April Organiza- 
tion’ announced its responsibility for the explosion of three oil wells 
during the period from mid-February to mid-March in Zaltan in the southern 
part of the province of Ajdabiya. The fires set in the third well were 
still not under control one month after the first explosion. 


The organization said that the purpose of these explosions is to put 
pressure on the American oil companies so that they will cease supporting 
the continuation in power of client al-Qadhdhafi. The purpose is also 
to convince them that their oil interests will not be safe in the future 
if al-Qadhdhafi stays in power. 


The statement of the 7 April Organization indicates the determination 
of the organization to carry out a number of other military operations 
against elements of the tyrannical government and against al-Qadhdhafi's 
agents, t’ avenge the martyrs of April who were hung by al-Qadhdhafi and 
the officers who were executed by firing squad following the army insur- 
gence on 25 August 1975. The organization's operations are also "in 
response to the perpetration of crimes and acts of violence and liquida- 
tion against our people.” 


American State Department sources had indicated that three dangerous 
explosions took place in the oil fields in Libya in the past two months, 
and that the cause of this series of explosions and the identity of the 
organization which planted the bombs were unknown. 


Mr Reed Adar, the American specialist in extinguishing oil field fires, 
led the famous squad of petroleum firefighters in Houston (Texas) to the 
site of the bombings in an attempt to extinguish the fires and prevent 
their getting out of control.

GULF STATES MUST ORGANIZE TO WARD OFF DANGERS

[Text] Any Arab Gulf state by iteelf is unable to .onfront the dangers 
which threaten the region as a whole. These dangers, political, economic 
and military, are beyond the ability of any Gulf estate to resist by iteelf. 
Therefore, the current situation in Iran dictates to the Gulf nations the 
necessity to organize so as to ward off danger, rather than confront it. 


The Gulf is composed of entities with small populations. At the same time 
it enjove fan.astic wealth. The wealth iteelf is what attracts the immi- 
grants, w'.o have become gore numerous than the original inhabitants. These 
immigrants bring along ideas, doctrines, political leanings ideologies 
and cultures which threaten the political, cultural ano tribal pattern of 
the resion. 


When he Gulf was poor, its fate was ignored. its doors were open to who- 
ever sished to come, but no one wanted to. However, when the Gulf became 
wealt:y, it became unable to confront illegal immigration into it. This 
led to talk of security coordi ation to stabilize domestic conditions. 


Accordingly, the importance of the exchange of information between the Gulf 
states concerning feared elements has become apparent. 011 wealth has aade 
the Gulf a region of worldwide importance, has overshadowed its local char- 
acter, and has placed its fate in the hands of a world trusteeship council, 
so to speak. A suspension of oil supply or its subjection to danger would 
mean the collapse of the international economy, the very thing which the 

world will never accept or keep silent about. This has led to worldwide 

observation of the conduct of the Gulf rulers. The freedom which these 

rulers used to enjoy in their region has become the object of international 
observation, so that their actions may not lead to an international crisis. 
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The Iran of the shah was the policeman of the region, who protected the oil 
welle and outlets against any dangers. The policy of Iran in tne period 
of the shah to protect the status quo in the Gulf produced agreement be- 
tween Iran and the Arab Gulf states on the point of security. 


Thie situation came to an end with the fall of the shah and the change which 
disturbed the balance of powers in the region. This change has dictated 

the necessity of organizing to avoid dangers, especially as the relationship 
between Iran and the Gulf got off to a bad start. Sometimes, there are 
charges of concentration of wealth in the Gulf. At other times, the Gulf 
states are accused of enmity toward Islam and non-adherence to its princi- 
ples. Again, Iran revives its claim on Bahrain. All of thie has generated 
much fear, and has driven the Arabs of the Gulf to recognize the importance 
of organizing. 


le there any serious coordination in the Gulf? Or does coordination consti- 
tute mere words without action? Up until now, words have far surpassed action. 
Whatever organizaticn has been achieved ie still superficial and has not 
penetrated the most important areas of economic, political and military af- 
fairs. 


Why ien't the coordination achieved to date commensurate with existing dan- 
gers’ in order to organize radical, substantive steps must be taken, but 

the Gulf appears to be unable to take them. The most important of these 
stepe is to reconsider the political structure and tribal system, “which 

have determined the destiny of the Gulf up until now." Another very import- 
ant step is to free ourselves from the traditional way of running the govern- 
ment through personal appeasement and reconciliation, so as to adopt a mo- 
dern method which will deal effectively with problems. 


The deep-rooted familial and tribal hatreds which dominate the political 
structure in the Gulf cripples the ability of the rulers to pursue an ob- 
jectivity which is free of favoritism or feuds. For example, the ruler of 
Qatar has not spoken for years with his foreign minister, who is his brother. 
Likewise in the Emirates, there is a quarrel between the president of the 
Supreme Council of Rulers of the Emiratos, Shaykh Zayid bin Sultan, and his 
deputy, Shaykh Rashid, ruler of Dubayy. These hatreds prevent the state 
from moving toward modern government, and make it unable to rise to the 
respons ibblities of today's needs. This is happening at a time when the 
world expects the rulers of the Gulf to protect the wealth which the world 
needs. 


The fall of the shah in Iran focused attention on the ability of Iraq and 
Saudi Arabia to defend the area. At the same time, the Iraqi-Iranian con- 
flict threw the Gulf into confusion and increased its wariness. As for 

Saudi Arabia, it has so far not done more than inform the Arab Gulf rulers 

of the level which the Saudi army has attained. The American hostage crisis 
has placed a burden on the Gulf, and has placed it in the front lines of 
fire. Anxiety has increased as a result of the abortive American operation 
in the Lranian desert which increased the chances of a military clash between 








[ran and the United States, The Gulf aleo contains a large number of lran- 
ian residents who can be used by Iran for ite own ends. Iranian leaders 
have aleo spoken of resorting to blowing up the ofl welle in the Gulf and 
closing the atraite. 


For the Gulf to be able to ward off the dangers which threaten it, it gust 
remove obstacles in the way of political organization similar to the poli- 
tical organization existing between the nine European nations of the Buro- 
pean Common Market. This organization has ite agencies and ite parliament, 
and hae some political influence while maintaining the independence of each 
state. 


In the Gulf, official visite are considered an end in themelves, and not a 
means to increase the bonds of cooperation, whereas the European nations con- 
sider offictal visite as a means of achieving real, organizational goals. 


Alao, the conferences held usually end up either with a reaffirmation of 
previous resolutions and good intentions, or with the adoption of secret 
measures which are never revealed. 


Thies ie what happened last week in Baghdad. The infowpmation ministers of 
the Arab Gulf nations concluded an emergency conference which consisted of 
one secret meeting to adopt an information plan. Latif Nasif Jasim, the 
Iraqi minister of information said that ite aim is “to counter hostile 
propaganda.” Minister Jasim threatened that “those who fish in troubled 
waters will confront a united Arab Gulf information system. This system 
will challenge campaigne of confusion directed against the independence and 
civilization of the Arab nation.” But the minister did not give any details 
of the plan which was approved by the information ministers of Iraq, Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, Bahrain, Qatar, the United Arab Emirates and Oman. 





Nevertheless, serious attempts of thie kind have been made in the past, but 
they met with failure. Kuwait, for example, suggested a common currency, 
but thie suggestion has not seen the light of day until now. A proposal 

to sta.dardize military syetems and military training in the Arab Gulf also 
failed. It appears that serious attempts to organize up to now have failed 
due to causes which must be studied, and for which effective solutions must 
be found. In the private sector, there are joint economic projects, and 
coordination has been achieved between companies in different countries. 
For example joint cement companies have been formed in the Gulf states. 
This undoubtedly does constitute organization, but so far it does not 
constitute the type of organization which would survive an unexpected storm. 


What Gulf intellectuals call for is the political will to organize. They 
believe that without this political will, the strength and potential of the 
Gulf will remain scattered.

{Text} What Did Kuwaiti Crown Prince Say in Baghdad 
and Amman, and What Did He Hear? 


The trip of the Kuwaiti Crown Prince and prime minister, Shaykh Sa‘'d 
al-Abdullah al-Sabah to a number of Arab countries was not a4 surprise. 
Rather, it was to take place 8 months ago, but was delayed by an ailment 
which forced him to undergo surgery in London and rest for a period of 

} months. 


Shaykh Sa'd made a general tour of the Gulf area a year ago. Now, he 
is planning a similar tour in which he would take general inventory of 
what is currentiy going on in the northern and southern parts of the 
Arabian peninsula. 


in Baghdad, discussions held by Shaykh Sa'd, which were not fully revealed, 
were not limited to bilateral relations between the two countries. Shaykh 
Sa'd has been one of the closest friends of Iraqi President Saddam Husayn, 
even before Shaykh Sa'd became crown prince, and Mr Husayn became the top 
man in Iraq. The issue of the Kuwaiti-Iraqi border is no longer an obstacle 
between the two countries. It was put in the ice-box of oblivion after 

the first visit paid by Shaykh Sa'd to Baghdad approximately 3 years ago. 
Its solution will take ite natural course without obstacles and by positive 
interaction between the two parties. 


The discussions in Baghdad were more far-reaching than that. They covered 
the situation in the Arabian Gulf and the American-lIranian confrontation 
on one hand, and the deteriorating relations between Baghdad and Teheran 
on the other. 


According to the information of AL-NAHAR AL-ARABI WA AL-DUWALI, Kuwait 
supported Teheran during the first confrontation. Moreover, when Iranian 











Foreign Minister Sadegh OQutbeadeh visited Kuwait and other Gul: nations, 
he was openly told that Kuwait naturally sides with Teheran against 
Washington, and that Kuwait ia: 


4, against any American aggression against Lran, and 


b. against American boveott decisions, and consequently, against Western 
European boycott decisions, 


Thus, Kuwait would be a bridge which would secure all of Iran's needs, 
if the Western boycott goes into effect. 


However, Kuwait did leave some reservations. Kuwait felt that Iran's 
insistence on keeping the American hostages will not serve Iran's 
interests in the future, nor will it accomplish stability in the Gulf 
area, 


The view in Kuwait was that if the purpose of the take-over of the American 
Embassy is to reveal Americal evil intentions, unmask Washington's 
diplomacy and rub her nose in the dust, all this has happened. But to 

keep the hostages indefinitely aggravates the already bad situation in 

the Gulf. It could aleo force the United States, which is under a weak 

and hesitant president, and is nearing elections in which the candidates 
would not hesitate to burn the world in order to reach the White House, 

to act hastily and set the region on fire. All this, because of an act 

on [the taking of the hostages] which has already served its purpose for 
both domestic and intermmational purposes. 


For this reason, it was Kuwait's opinion that the hostage situation should 
be done with, and that Teheran should be confident that Kuwait as well as 
all Arab countries on the Gulf are with Teheran and against Washington 

to the very end. 


Kuwait's position concerning this problem was the same as Iraq's, namely, 
that Iran must eliminate the excuse the Americans have for continuing 

to parade their forces in the Gulf. This could possibly set the area 

on fire for the sake of 50 persons. A similar number are killed daily 

in traffic accidents on the streets of just one American city. 


The important issue in Shaykh Sa'd's meeting in Baghdad was Iraqi- 
Iranian relations. Kuwait stands with Iran against the United States. 
However, she will never stand with Iran against Iraq. 


When the general situation in the Gulf was discussed, both Kuwait's and 
Baghdad's views were in agreement. And when the relations between 

Baghdad and Teheran were discussed, the attempts of Outbzadeh to neutralize 
Kuwait and the other Gulf countries with regard to Iran's confrontation 
with lraq were taken up. 
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in thie regard, Kuwait had an opinion, namely that the general climate 
necessitates stopping what ts going on between Baghdad and Teheran in 
the interest of the area and ite countries, and dispelling the specter 
of war and the conflicts represented by the presence of fleets and the 
leasing of bases here and there, 


Therefore, for national considerations, Kuwait could not abandon ite 
support for Iraq, if ite relations with any non-Arab country deteriorate, 
But Kuwait cannot accept dragging the area into marginal conflicts which 
would drain ite strength and benefit only those who are ready to pounce 
on the Gulf and ite wealth, be they from the East or the West. 


while Baghdad and Teheran deny accepting any mediation, Qutbzadeh heard 
in Kuwait an Arabian Gulf plea to ease the tension with Baghdad and 
postpone discussion of problems pending between Iran and Iraq until the 
general disruption in the Gulf is over with. 


President Saddam Husayn himself was receptive to the Kuwaiti opinion that 
the countries of the area must cooperate in the face of the two giants, 
so that none of them could find any opening to accomplish his desires. 


There was Kuwait-Iraqi agreement on the necessity to neutralize the area, 
stop conflicts between its countries, and oppose any attempt to give either 
of the two big powers bases or facilities fo: »mechines of war. 


While the Kuwait-Iraqi agreement centered on neutrality, the Saudi Crown 
Prince and first deputy prime minister, Prince Fahd ibn ‘Abd al-'‘Aziz was 
expressing the same opinion, and insisting on keeping the area away from 
any foreign influence and on not giving military bases to anyone. 


This means that with Saudi support, the Kuwait-Iraqi understanding is 
becoming a general understanding among Gulf nations. However, the 
Somalia and Omani positions on the issue have yet to be accounted for. 


in thie regard, reliable diplomatic circles say that Kuwait-Iraqi-Saudi 
coordination might lead to a Gulf summit or a foreign ministers’ con- 
ference which would put the dots on the i's with regard to leasing bases 
or providing facilities to the Soviets or the Americans. 


Therefore, the importance of Shaykh Sa'd's tour lies in his Baghdad 
discussions. What he did in Damascus and Amman was within the framework 
of the Middle East crisis as a whole. It could be summarized in Kuwait's 
assurance to continue its support to the frontline nations, especially 
Syria. Kuwait also takes into account the situation in Jordan with 


regard to Amman's responsibility to continue supporting the people of the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 





The important thing in all this is that it will be followed by another Kuwaiti 
step. This step, according to Kuwaiti sources will be to approach Saudi 
Arabia and the other Gulf countries in order to consolidate all positions on 
neutralizing and keeping the area away from the international conflict. 
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ENERGY MINISTER DISCUSSES OIL FINDS 
Kuwait AL-SIYASAH in Arabic 14 Jul 80 p 15 


[Interview with Sudanese Minister of Energy and Mining Dr Sharif al-Tihami, 
Conducted by Ba-Bakr Hasan Makki) 


[Text] The Sudanese minister of energy and mining confirmed that in the 
Sudan petroleum has become a tangible fact of life not to be doubted. In 
an interview with AL-SIYASAH, Dr Sharif al-Tihami said that three oil 
fields have been discovered so far in south-western Sudan, and added that 
petroleum prospecting is under way in an area of about 200,000 square kn. 
Dr al-Tihami explained the matter of fuel crises in the Sudan as being 
due to the expansion of agricultural and industrial land in that country, 
and said that the oil pipelines from Khartoum to Port Sudan were suffer- 
ing from technical disorders, making the government concerned about cor- 
recting them. Here is the text of Dr al-Tihami's interview. 





[Question] In a recent speech, Sudanese President Ja'far Numayri said 
that “this is the year of the petroleum." Does that mean that your pe- 
troleum discoveries have become commercially viable on the oil market? 


[Answer] Firet of all, in the Sudan petroleum has become a tangible, 
real fact of life which cannot be doubted. As for President Numayri's 
statement, it means that this is the year the petroleum gushed forth. 

In this same statement, President Numayri confirmed that the southern 
and western regions would be self-sufficient in petroleum and its deriv- 
atives. Therefore, we at the Energy Ministry have taken these statements 
very seriously, which has brought our negotiations for establishing a re- 
finery to meet the needs of the southern and western regions to an ad- 
vanced stage. Our purpose behind this refinery is to exend industry 
throughout the Sudan. As for our petroleum discoveries, so far we have 
discovered the Abu-Jabirah field, which has a production capacity of 800 
to 3,000 barrels a day, the field consisting of two wells. We also dis- 
covered the al-Wahdah fieid, which has a production capacity estimated at 
3,000 to 10,000 barrels a day, anc which also consists of two wells. 
Finally, we discovered the Tabladi field, where the average depth of the 
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welle is 9,003 to 9,333 feet. So far, we have not completed tue survey 
of its production capacity, since evaluating a field's productivity 
takes a long time, but we are now concentrating on this field in order 
to obtain realistic figures on the amount of its reserves. In general, 
geologic prospecting augurs the discovery of more wells, especially 
since we are prospecting for petroleum in an estimated 200,000 square km 
in the south-western part of the country. 


[Question] What about the Chevron Company? Is it true that there is an 
agreement between the Sudanese government and the company not to announce 
the real amount of production at this time? 


[Answer] Chevron began working with us in 1974, and it is the first com- 
pany to discover petroleum in the Sudan. It is still carrying out its 
petroleum prospecting operations in the western Sudan, in addition to 
other companies which are exerting great efforts alongside Chevron. At 
the same time, there is no agreement between us and Chevron; we are being 
very reserved, from a scientific point of view, about the petroleum, and 
everything we have mentioned reflects the truth. 


[Question] Have you set a definite time for your emergence as an oil 
state! 


[Answer] We have no definite time. A year has passed since the start of 
our petroleum prospecting, and therefore we need time for the Sudan to 
find its way onto the world petroleum scene and its true position among 
the petroleum states. 


Fuel Crises 


[Question] Even though the Sudan has joined the oil states, it still suf- 
fers from fuel crises, especially gasoline. How do you explain this 
crisis, and what solutions has your ministry come up with for averting 
this problem? 


[Answer] I believe that the effects of the expansion of agricultural and 
industrial land in the Sudan have been reflected in increased consumption 
of energy products, especially gasoline. Being aware of this, we came up 
with the idea of a petroleum pipeline from Khartoum to Port Sudan in 1977. 
Once it was put into operation, it became clear that it suffered from some 
defects, which moved the government to draw up a schedule for fixing the 
pipeline at a cost of $15 million. This led to suspending the plan for 
extensions. In addition to that, the amounts being pumped through the 
pipeline are far below the line's total capacity, and this also caused 

us to not proceed with the extensions. This allowed us to use paved 
roads, especially the Khartoum-Port Sudan road. Nevertheless, the pipe- 
line has been able to function as required. 
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Petroleum and Agriculture 


{Question} Economic reports say that Sudanese petroleum will not be eco- 
nomically effective unless it is exploited along with agricultural reve- 
nues. 


[Anewer) I don't imagine that the Sudan will ever be a strictly petroleum 
country with its total investments concentrated in the petroleum field. 
Even now the Sudan is considered the largest agricultural country, and 
therefore agricultural industries will be very important to the Sudanese 
economy. What we lack in these two sectors are the material potentials 

to raise our productivity. I imagine that in the course of things 
petroleum revenues will be used to straighten out the agricultural and 
industrial sectors, in addition to achieving self-sufficiency with re- 
spect to our energy needs, 


Alternative Sources of Energy 


[Question] The world has seriously begun looking into the question of 
alternative sources of energy. What have you done in this field? 


[Anewer| We have been keeping up with events and the international un- 
easiness about the energy problem and, being aware of this, we have ar- 
ranged our agencies in the ministry so as to enable the creation of 
effective agencies which will keep up with development in the energy 
fields. Therefore, we have set up the National Energy Department, whose 
duty is to draw up an energy plan for the period up to 2000. In addi- 
tion, we have established an entire department to study and investigate 
the facts about developing alternative energies. There is no doubt that 
the Sudan is rich in this field, especially the solar and plant energy 
fields. Our equatorial-desert climate encourages the cultivation of a 
number of plants which might offer a wide scope for energy. 


OPEC and the Industrial Nations 


[Question] What is your opinion of OPEC, in view of the worldwide infla- 
tion afflicting even the industrial nations themselves? 


[Answer] In my opinion, every state has the authority to exercise com- 
plete sovereignty over its own resources, oil or otherwise, and to decide 
how to market them and invest the revenues. But trade and international 
relations in today's world have made us mutually interdependent to such 
an extent that nothing can happen anywhere in the world without affecting 
other parts of it, and particularly international trade. Therefore, and 
for reasons which we don't want to expand on here, OPEC has entered into 
competition with all the industrial countries, whereby OPEC raises its 
oil prices and strikes a blow, and the industrial nations get busy and 
raise the prices of their products in order to strike a blow to even 
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things out. The fact is that both parties are capable of tachiing this 
competition, since neither side can dispense with the other, The final 
result has been that the developing countries are hurt, because they 

are hit in both cases; when importing industrial goods and when importing 
petroleum. At the same time, the same developing nations sell their 
products for low prices which do not keep pace with the successive in- 
creases in the prices for oil products, Therefore, I believe that the 
Third World countries have come to be in an unenviable situation because 
of this competition, which destroys the developing countries’ develop- 
ment projects. As for inflation, the result has been that the OPEC 
countries believe that they have not yet received the real value of their 
petroleum, and in striving to achieve this value, they have begun raising 
their prices, forgetting that the industrial world is capable of raising 
the prices of its products. Thus the purchasing power of the dollar has 
dropped, and international inflation has appeared as this frightening 
spectre. In my opinion, there must be an agreement on a new world eco- 
nomic system which vould take into consideration the three political 
powers: OPEC, the industrial states and the Third World countries. 
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PROSPECTS FOR SUDAN'S COTTON ON WORLD MARKET EXAMINED

[Article: "Sudanese Cotton Is No Longer King; Bad Planning Finishes Off 
What Is Left By Plant Epidemics") 


[Excerpts] Since 1977, the price of cotton has been rising on the world 
market. It almost reached a record this season. The price of one rotl of 
raw cotton has risen from 66 cents three years ago to more than 80 cents 
last month. Observers of the America: agricultural commodities exchange 
believe that the price of cotton will exceed 100 cents, pos:ibly 125 cents 
per retl within a few months. 





Although cotton exports from the Middle East reached 820,000 bales in 1978, 
or 1? percent of total world exports, this amount is in a continual and 
serious decline which threatens to drive a number of states out of the 
world market for good. 


Perhaps the most serious cotton cultivation problem in the region is to be 
found in the Sudanese project of al-Jazirah, where the peasants lease 
agricultural plots from the Council of al-Jazirah Project. In al-Jazirah, 
cotton is the main crop, and represents around two-thirds of Sudanese 
exports to the outside world. However, the productivity of the feddan in 
the Sudan has deteriorated seriously in the past four years, and dropped 
from 25 kilos to 14 kilos per feddan (compared with a productivity of 66 


kilos per feddan in neighboring Egypt). 


In addition, the Sudanese variety of the crop has deteriorated in quality 
due to weak control over plant epidemics, poor ginning, and a lack of 
proper classification of cotton according to degrees of excellence. As a 
result, importers ask the Sudan to lower its price, while world prices are 
rising. This season, the Sudan sold more than 300,000 bales of long-staple 
cotton at prices of the previous season. 


The root of the problem in the al-Jazirah project is that the cotton crop 
is no longer profitable to the peasants, who prefer Sudanese beans and 
corn (sorghum). The World Bank this year set aside $30 million to save 
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the cotton crop in al-Jazirah. This eum will be used to purchase necessary 
spare parts and equipment, which have been scarce in al-Jazirah, 


In Egypt, the problem takes a different form, though it has led to the same 
result. The agricultural lands reserved for cotton are in continual decline 
due to urban sprawl and the switch to other crops, especially in areas 
adjacent to the cities. For this reason, Egyptian exports have declined 
from 302,000 tons in 1972 to 150,000 tons in the past year. The current 
ratio of cotton to total Egyptian exports is around 25 percent, whereas it 
was previously always over 50 percent. 


This picture o: the Sudan and Egypt reflects a painful reality for Third 
World nations. These have lost, according to estimates of the World Bank, 
2 million feddans of cotton land, and 1.1 million bales of cotton in the 
Seventies alone. 


The American Nationa! Cotton Council in New Orleans plans to dominate the 
world cotton market by 1990, By that time, most cotton-producing nations 
will have withdrawn from the export market due in part to the needs of 
their textile industry, and in part to plant epidemics, a lack of agricul-

PROSPECTS FOR MINING INDUSTRY, COMMON GULF AREA PROJECTS DISCUSSED 
Paris AL-NAHAR AL-DUWALI WA AL~'ARABI in Arabic 8 Jun 80 p 36 


[Article: "Minister of Commerce and Industry: There is copper and 
chromium in our soil and our oil is increasing") 


[Text] "I see a bright future for the mining industry 
in Oman." This was stated by the Omani Minister of 
Commerce and Industry in an interview with AL-NAHAR 
AL-DUWALI WA AL-'ARABI. 


Muscat--Muhammad al-Zubayr, the Omani Minister of Commerce and Industry, 
asserts that there is private sector backing for integrated growth in 
cooperation with the national program. As he put it: "The private 
sector is the backbone of the national economy of Oman. It has complete 
freedom of action within the general framework of growth, so that it 
makes a profit in order to be able to develop the projects which are in- 
cluded in the five-year plan." 


Al-Zubayr, whose ministry includes the fields of the economy and tourism, 
believes that there is no need to impose conditions on imports, on condi- 
tion that imported goods are of the types which conform to the country's 
needs. 


Before 1972, all commerce in Oman was in the hands of foreigners, that 
is, 90 percent [of business] was conducted by non-Omanis. Now the sit- 
uation is different, in that business is restricted to Omani persons or 
companies, or enterprises registered according to the investment law. 
In 1970, the number of businessmen was not over 100. Today the number 
of businessmen exceeds 10,000, according to the Central Business Regis- 
ter, with 2000 in areas outside of the capital. 


The nation is promoting domestic manufacturing anc investment. Priority 
goes to industries which rely on local raw materials, such as the indus- 
tries of foodstuffs, oil, mining, fishing and farming. 











Al-Zabir complained of the lack of coordination in the \|Persian, Gulf 
in the fields of commerce and industry. He wondereu about the Gulf 
Common Market, saying "Where are ite constituents?" 


He said that integration and compatibility of traded commodities must be 
brought about, especially as all of the nations of the area export oil 
and import nearly the same products. Al-Zabir added: “We will welcome 
the Common Market, once it has its basic constituents: Projects, plan- 
ning and manufacturing. We in the Sultanate are in favor of common 
planning, but there is a disparity between the economic etructures of 
the nations of the region. ‘herefore, some of these nations must be 
given an opportunity to deve op the basic sectors of their economy, 60 
that all of the nations may stand on an equal footing. 


"Yor example, in the Meirates there is cement, in Kuwait there are petro- 
chemicals, and in the Sultanate of Oman there is copper. 


“Our countries have met together many times, but problems have faced us. 
Some of us have a plan and others do not. So, competent professors of 
"Abd al-' 2iz University in Riyadh, have been commissioned to prepare a 
comparison of the plans adopted by the nations of the region. We shall 
support a common plan, and agree upon the phases of execution. 





"I must point out the effort exerted by The Gulf Industrial Consultation 
Agency (Qatar is its center), from the standpoint of coordinating Gulf 
industrial plans, and providing a computerized industrial data bank for 
the purpose of encouraging the nations of the region to join common 
projects.” 


Concerning the mineral resources of the Sultanate, al-Zabir said: "We 
conducted a preliminary survey in certain areas. As a result. copper 
has been discovered in commercial quantities, as well as chromium. Ex- 
ploitation of these two metals has begun. There is a plan to intensify 
prospecting for other metals or minerals. I believe that there is a 
br‘ght future for the mining industry in Oman.” 


[Question] Do you have a planning ministry? 


[Answer] We have a development council. It is equivalent to a ministry 
of planning, but it has more powers. It is headed by the Sultan himself. 
Its members include ministers and officials from the important sectors in 
the field of development. It has a technical secretariat which carries 
out several functions, including drawing up a strategy for long term 
growth (no more than ten years). This strategy was drawn up in 1975, 
which the first five-year plan was drafted. The strategy can be modi- 
fied. Since then, short-term plans (five years) have been used. The 
second is now being prepared. The philosophy behind the plans which we 
call “short term,” is to take into consideration the changes in the Omani 
economy every five years. 
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\Question| What changes have you faced? 


{Anewer) When drafting the first five year plan, our information was 
that ofl production would remain at the same level (250,000 barrels per 
day), then would decrease toward the end of 1976, dropping to 230,000 
barrels per day in 1980, However, the reduction has not occurred as 
expected, due to the development of exploration and pumping operations 
and the discovery of new fields. This has raised production to 300,000 
barrele per day. Having discovered the southern fields, we hope to 
reach 350,000 barrels per day by the end of this year. The situation 
looks promising." 


[Question) Is the development council's work limited to this alone? 


|Anewer| No. After the plane are drafted and submitted to the minis- 
tere concerned, the council's function is to supervise and monitor exe- 
cution and follow-up. However, the council has no executive authority, 
because that te the jurisdiction of the ministers. Its function is 
planning and supervision only. 


[Question] What about touriem, which comes under your ministry? 


[Answer] Tourism has several definitions. There are the travelers who 
come from abroad for sightseeing of ancient and historical monuments. 
Some of them come to pass time and to shop. Travelers come to Muscat 

to buy Japanese goods which are available here at lower prices than in 
the country of origin. The key to touriem, in my opinion, is to provide 
a quiet and pleasant atmosphere for businessmen. 


Providing a tourist atmosphere is not a simple matter. It is necessary 
to secure a basic structure for the tourist industry, services, and a 
method of dealing with the traveler so that he may feel at ease. 


In the new five year plan, we have set aside the necessary funds to provide 
small tourist hotels in various parts of the country, and certain services, 
such as restaurantes and rest areas. We shall also try to make use of the 
beaches. 


Based on the geographic location of our country, we consider businessmen, 
especially those who are passing through, as the right types of tourists 
for us. In the future, we shall also set about attracting groups of 
tourists from the wealthy Buropean nations.

SOVIFTS MAY OVERTHROW SYRIAN REGIME AS IN APGHANISTAN

[Text] Damascus, 16 luly--The government of President Halfiz al-Asad, 
whic! keeps close tlee with Rusela, ie now feeling danger from the Soviets. 
The Syrian government did not only fail to suppress the rebellious sove- 
ment of the Moslem Brotherhood, but aleo could not protect the Russian 
officers and advisers in Syria. This resulted in increased Russian activ- 
ities, so that the Swrien government is feeling a danger of the Russians 
taking over as they did in Afghanistan. 


Last month, a Syrian delegation led by DPefense Minister Mustafa Talas 
toured Moscow After thie trip, there was a rapid increase in the import 
of Ruestan weapons and advisers. According to some Western intelligence 
sources, the present number of advisere is 4,000 but is expected to be 
doubled under a new defense pact.

The main reason for the Syrian rulers’ worry ie the trip to Syria by Maj 
Gen Savivuk, right-hand man of General Yepiehev, head of political divi- 
sion of the Russian army. According to diplomatic sources, he was sent 
here to check {f President Hafic al-Asad ie strong enough to suppress 
the increasing political opposition in the country. It should be noted 
here that Yepiehev and hie retinue vieited Afghanistan and paved the way 
for the army rebellion againet the government of Hafizullah Amin. According 
to veteran Western observers, the Russian government consults Gen Yepishev 
and his etaff only on very serious military matters. It is seid that, 
during hie «tay in Damascus, Maj Gen Savilyuk specially inquired about the 
political beliefs of the commanders of Syrian armored and commando units. 
Russian military advieere are already connected wich these commanders. 
Selected Russian unite took part in the suppression of the recent uprising 
in Aleppo and (Homs).

DIPLOMATIC TILES ESTABLISHED WITH SOUTH KOREA

[Text| South Korea last week announced that it had agreed to establish full 
diplomatic relations with the UAE. A statement from the Foreign Ministry 
in Seoul said that this would help South Korea to guarantee secure supplies 
of of] and better to protect some 5,000 Korean construction workers in the 
Gulf state. 


The move followed the publication of a xenophobic article in the Abu Dhabi 
newepaper AL-ITTIHAD, which was commenting on a statistical survey of the 
UAE's (amigrant population. The survey, compiled by a local university 
professor, said that 80 per cent of the UAE's population of about 1 million 
and % per cent of the workforce were immigrants. Some 75 per cent were poorly- 
paid workers from India, Pakistan and other Asian countries, it said. 


“Imagine what would happen if this class resorted to organising unions and 
etrikes to achieve certain aims,” the report said. Charging the immigrants 
with lack of levalty to the authorities, it warned that wage disputes “could 
easily produce a political explosion." 


The report said that many UAE nationals were not productively employed be- 
cause they were women, nomads or working in over-staffed offices. It went 
on to recommend immediate government action to curb immigration and to change 
the attitudes of the indigenous population towards work. 


The report was mild by contrast with AL-ITTIHAD's editorial, which said: 
“Hundreds of thousands of brown faces are creeping into our country like 
ants.” The newspaper, which is described as semi-official, we on: “They 
come with their problems, their crimes and their poisons. They give the 
estate the burden of housing, food and services, and if they felt any danger 
threatening the state, they would flee like rate from a ship.” 


A joint statement issued by the UAE and South Korean Foreign Ministries said 
that the two countries were anxious to develop the friendly relations between 
them. South Korea said that it now had diplomatic ties with 113 countries, 
13 of them in the Midele East, while Communist North Korea had relations with 
99 states, 12 of which were in the region.

ECONOMIC COMMISSION WITH DENMARK ESTABLISHED 
Paris AL=NAHAR ARAB REPORT & MEMO in English 23 Jun 80 pp 7-8 


[Text] The UAE and Denmark has agreed to set up a commission to promote bi- 
lateral trade and economic cooperation. The UAE's O11 Minister, Manaa Sayeed 
al-Oteiba, said after a three-day visit to Copenhagen last week that this 
would be in Denmark's interests because a shortage of world oil supplies 

was likely next year. 





An Energy Ministry spokesman in the Danish capital said that the state oil 
corporation was hoping to conclude an oil agreement with the UAE before the 
end of the year. 


Denmark imported about 15.9 million tonnes of oil last year (equivalent to 
a daily average of 318,000 barrels); this year's target is 16.5 million 
tonnes (300,000 b/d), but under the [EA's guidelines, imports should shrink 
to only 11 million tonnes (220,000 b/d) by 1985. 


Until last year, Denmark's biggest sources of energy supplies outside the 
EEC was Iran; imports in 1978 from that country totalled $189 million, or 
47 per cent of al) wmark's imports from the Middle East and North Africa. 
After the Iranian revolution, Saudi Arabia at first took over as Denmark's 
chief source of Middle Eastern ofl and exports for 1979 were worth $178 
million, or 31 per cent of the total, with Iran's slipping to $119 million, 
or 21 per cent. Imports from the UAE surged in the last quarter however, 
and were worth almost $70 million in that three-month period alone. 


Denmark's exports to the UAE in 1978 were worth $34 million, or nearly 6 


per cent of its total sales to the Middle East and North Africa, rising to 
$41 million, or just over 6 per cent, last year.

llext] The free trade one set up earlier this year at Jebel Ali port is 
now complemented by the establishment of a similar facility at Dubai Inter- 
national Alrport. 


With the establishment of the two zones, the way is clear for the setting up 
it Jebel All of Light and processing industries. A spokesman for the port 
authority said a number of applications have been received for allotment of 
l-ases and the setting up of industrial units. These include a steel and 
wire fabrication plant and a garment factory. 


At present the Jebel Ali free zone provides covered storage of 3/7 thousand 
square weters. Entry into the free trade zone is through the following 
procedure: the tnitlal steps are the same for all categories of cargo; the 
coustgness submits a customs form, the free trade zone bill of entry, to the 
port authority of Jebel All for its confirmation of space availability and 
then to the customs for the normal clearance and authorization cf entry. 

if, after securing the bill of entry, the consigned takes delivery in the 
container freight station, the storage charge of Dh 5 per freight ton per 
i5-day pertod would apply.
